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Tue Rev. Mr. Edkins’ paper in the 
China Review seems to be an apology 
against his critics rather than the 
enunciation of,any new theories ; still 
there are so many arguments put for- 





ward on what must be considered as 


insufficient premises, that the paper 
deserves much consideration. Those 
who have followed the controversy re- 
garding Mr. Edkins’ views will notice 
that his critics have charged him with 
an insufficient knowledge of what had 
been accomplished by the modern 
school of philologists in the comparison 
of the Aryan languages, and a want of 
sound critical judgment when compar- 
ing Chinese with other languages ; 
that chance resemblances were mis- 
taken for proved relationship, and that 
his theory with regard to surds and 
sonants was opposed to the conclu- 
sions of scientific men, or at least 
was not borne ont by any investi 
gations made in other quarters. More 
particular complaints were that Mr. 
Edkins, who was desirous to upset 
the European school of comparative 
philology, was yet willing enough to be 
led by Chinese authorities, whose en- 
forced ignorance of the structure or his- 
tory of any language except their own, 
might have led him to exercise caution 
in the acceptance of their views ; and 
that, in following ont such views, he had 
attempted to put forward a scheme of 
ancient Chinese sounds which was 
against evidence and was calcu- 
lated to mislead. To cover such views, 
it was necessary to assume for the 
Chinese language an antiquity of which 
there was no proof, and this assertion of 
the extreme age of the language 
naturally led to the mistake of putting 
Chinese forward as a representative of 
the primitive speech of mankind, in- 
stead of what modern research goes 
more and more to prove it really'is, a 
young and corrupt form of the ancient 
language of Central Asia, overlying 
@ more primitive form of the Himalayic 
group. We stated above that Mr. 
Edkins’ paper was in great measure an 
apology, and this apologetic form may 
be noticed from its very beginning. We 
are told that nothing is more important 
for theexplanation of Chinesehistory and 
Chinese philology, than “to interfere as 
little as possible with the chronology 
as settled in the Han dynasty.” Now 
this is a mere begging of the question. 
If the chronology of the Han be right, 
by all means we are prepared to stick 
to it, but if the chronology of the Han 
be little more than myth and legend, 
our assumption of its truth, though it 
may make it apparently easier to sup- 
port a theory, will only land us in the 
quagmire of uncertainty. Our edifice 
will, in fact, be like the house founded 
on the sand, bound to go down in the 





first tumult of the elements, if it do 
not previously totter of its own accord. 
Dr. Legge has by no means an unknown 
name in the realms of Chinese philo- 
logy. His evidence may perhaps be 
the stronger that he has no special 
theory of the evolution of words to 
support. His last book, the C’hun 
‘T’sew, though perhaps scarcely likely 
to be so generally read as the previous 
volumes of the Chinese Classics, gives 
us the clearest insight into the state of 
China from the eighth to the fifth 
century B.C., of any work yet pub- 
lished. Dr. Legge, so far as his pub 
lished views seemed to show, (for on 
this point he has hitherto exercised 
much reserve) was ready to acknow- 
ledge the claims of the Han commen- 
tators to a high antiquity for the 
Chinese Empire. Yet Dr. Legge, in 
the Prolegomena to the C’hun ‘I’sew, 
after reviewing the condition of the 
empire during the period treated of in 
that Classic, adds “the strongest im- 
pression which I receive from the 
review, is one of great doubt as to 
most of what we are told about the 
previous dynasties of Shang and Hia.” 
“ We have seen that the China of Chow 
was a small affair; that of Shang and 
Hia must have been still smaller.” 
“The first stage in the formation of 
the Chinese nation terminated with the 
ascendency of the State of Ts'in and 
the establishment of its short-lived 
dynasty. It would so happen that 
the languages of the people, who were 
not of a Chinese origin, and of their 
chief, would differ for a time; but in 
the end the culture and force of the 
superior race prevailed to bring the 
language and other characteristics into 
conformity with it.” The deliberate 
conclusion of Dr. Legge, formed after 
thirty-two years’ study of the older 
writings, which agrees in the main with 
what has been put forward in this jour- 
nal, will, we opine, carry more weight 
than the unsupported chronology of the 
Han authors. Mr. Edkins asks “why 
is there no such being as Bel, Jupiter, 
‘Mithras, Brahma or Indra in the prim- 
itive Chinese traditions ?” The answer 
is fortunately an easy one, but one not 
agreeable to Mr. Edkins’ views. Mr. 
Edkins claims to be a sinologue, and 
to have studied Chinese history ; it 
therefore seems surprising that he has 
been unable, in every page of the 
older Chinese authors, to recognize 
Indra in the Chinese Tien, a word both 
philologically and mythologically its 
equivalent. Of the stories of Jupiter,

there is scareely less plain a trace in 
the legends of the Chows. Bel, a 
Semitic god, is scarcely to be found in 
Aryan legend; Mithras and Brahma 
belong to another age from that in 
which the Aryan invaders of China 
parted from their compatriots. We 
quite agree with Mr, Edkins that the 
same principles which conducted Bopp 
and Grimm to their discoveries should 
actuate the linguistic explorer in Chi- 
nese fields, and it is the desire of point- 
ing out to Mr. Edkins what these prin- 
ciples are, and how they may be em- 
ployed, which has actuated our criticisms. 
Mr. Edkins is too good a Chinese 
scholar for us not toregret that his forces 
should be wasted in broaching unten- 
able propositions, and we shall be the 
first to hail him if he will really make 
up his mind to follow the principles he 
himself has professedly laid down. We 
have already pointed out Mr, Hdkins’ 
errors with regard to the so-called 
aspirates, and are sorry to see that he 
still holds to the idea, that the sounds 
usually marked with an apostrophe 
are something differing in nature 
from ordinary surds, His mistakes 
have caused him to lose himself in 
a discussion as to whether surds are 
derived from sonants or sonants from 
surds. It may be some satisfaction 
“to him to learn that some such views 
have been put forward before; we 
qnote Max Miiller’s “ Lectures on the 
Science of Language,” 6th edit., vol. II, 
par, 238. “I know there is the very 
plausible argument which is always 
brought forward in support of the 
theory that the changes from d to ¢ and 
from ¢ to = were historical changes 
following each other in regular sueces- 
sion, and that the first change took 
place about the second half of the 
first century after Christ, and the 
seoond change from the Gothic to the old 
High German type about the sixth 
or seventh century. It is said that 
the name of Strasburg occurs in 
Gregory of Tours (died 594) as 
Strataburgum; in the Geographer of 
Ravenna, in the middle of the seventh 
century, as Stratisburgo; whereas, in the 
eighth century; it had been changed into 
Stratzpuruc. Its supposed, therefore, 
thal from the middle of the seventh to 
the middle of the eighth century, the 
third change took place, all medi« be- 
coming tenues, all tenwes becoming 
aapirate, and all aspirate media. Now 
does anybody really believe that, some 
day or other, the people of Strasburg 
became aware that they called their 
town no longer Strataburgum, but 
Stratzpuruc, and that accordingly they 
changed the name in all. official 
documents? Is there not a more 
simple explanation, viz. : that about the 
eighth century the High-German names 
became politically more preponderant in 
Germany, whereas the Low-German 
tribes, the Goths and Saxons in particu- 


lar, disappeared more and more from the | Hi 


political stage? ‘These High-German 
races, during their intercourse with 
their Low-German neighbours and 





enemies, became aware of the fact that, 
where they pronounced t, d, z, their 
neighbours pronounced d, th, t, and 
the same in the guttural and labial 
series,” &e. Mr. Bdkins has made a 
somewhat similar mistake ; he takes the 
low dialects of the coast as the re- 
presentatives of ancient Chinese speech, 
and appeals in confirmation to the 
transcription of Buddhist words fromthe 
Sansorit. The transcribers naturally 
represented the-surd t of Sansorit by 
the sonant t of Chinese, the sounds 
being identical. For want of another 
sound more nearly resembling it, and 
probably from some lingering idea of 
former connection, they were forced to 
represent the Sanserit sonant d by the 
Chinese surd ? its natural analogue. 
Why the Sansorit and Greek sonants 
should be the analogues of the Chinese 
surds, is to be sought for in some pre- 
Sanscrit or pre-Chinese language to 
be yet discovered. The language of 
the ‘Chows did not differ very widely 
in its phonetic system from that of the 
Cantonese of the present day, as is 
shown by the extent of country over 
which what we have called the High- 
Chinese dialects are now spoken, 
and their homogeneity as compared 
with the more impure and irregular 
dialects of the coast. We recom- 
mend these facts to Mr. Bdkins, in 
the hope that he may yet do good 
service to a cause which he was the 
first seriously to initiate. We are 
well aware of the statement of the old 
writer that “The man convinced against 
his will, Is of the same opinion still.” 
If we do succeed in convincing Mr. 
Edkins, we hope therefore it may be 
with his full will and consent.

The accounts 
show a profit on the year’s working of 
$12,326 ; tho balance due on the Club 
Furniture has been paid off, and addi- 
tional stock has been purchased ; many 
new fittings, however, are still required, 
and it is proposed to obtain them during 
the current year, ‘The forination of a free 
library for the use of members, and cer- 
tain alterations in the rulés were agrevd on. 
Tt was also decided to raise the Entrance 
Fee from $10 to $30. ‘The following gen- 
tlemen were elected a Committee for the 
ensuing year:—Messrs. J. Blain, G. W. 
Contts, Robt. Fergusson, H. de C. Forbes, 
H, Goetz, W. Hyslop, E. G. Low, J. A. 
Maitland, J. 1. Miller, J. M. Ringer, John 
‘Thorne, and G. H. Wheeler. 

Acmeeting of the China Fire Insuranco 
Company was held in Hongkong on the 
24th Feb, The accounts show that the 
gross amount of premia collected was 
$199,729. Deducting all charges and 
losses, and providing for a dividend at 
12 per cont., $107,171 remain at credit of 
Working Account. After returning a 
bonus to contributing Shareholders, a 
balauce is carried to Reserve, bringing this 
Fund up to $116,961. 

The report of the Victoria Fire Insur- 
ance Company for the past year shows 
that the gross earnings of the Company 
were $155,990. After deducting all losses 
and charges, and providing for payment of 
a 12 per cent dividend to Shareholders, 
there remains a balance of $54,105 to be 
carried forward to credit of Working 
Account, besides the Reserve Fund, which 
stands at ¢ 94,549. . 

‘Two important commercial cases, of 
which ‘we publish full reports, were tried 
on Monday at the Mixed Court, before 
H. B. M. Consul and the Taotai. ” 

Undeterred by the ill success of the Re- 
gistration office tried by the Municipal 
Council, Mr. Bramsen has opened, in Foo- 
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chow Road, an office for the supply of ser- 
it of all’kinds. Every applicant for a 
ituation will be registered and photogra- 
phed ; and a book containing a photo- 
graph will be set apart for each indi- 
vidual, in which masters will be invited 
to record causes of dismissal or change 
ice. It is hoped, by means of 
this likeness, of which a duplicate will 
bo kept at the office, to trace out and effect 
the punishment of any delinquent. It is 
proposed to bring washermen as well as 
house servants under this supervision ; 
the office undertaking to look after their 
treatment of the clothes. In a place 
where 0 little check exists upon bad 
servants, the principle of registration is 
undoubtedly good. ‘There is really no- 
thing to prevent « man engaging, to-day, 
a servant who was discharged from his 
neighbour's house yesterday, for theft, 
Arunkenness or general incompetency. It 
will be difficult to persuade the Chinese 
to pay $1 for the privilege of registration, 
unless Foreigners help the scheme, as they 
can do, by refusing to engage unregistered 
servants, ‘The system which Mr. Bramsen 
sketches out seems likely to be effectual, 
if people will help him. For the first 
few months, the office cannot be of much 
use ; a perfect record is a work of time; 
but every month would add to its value, if 
it wore supported, until it would become a 
really valuable institution. 

Police cases are generally of a rathor 
routine character. “Drunk,” or the next 
phase, “Drunk and Disorderly,” is, in 
three-fourths of eases, the burden of the 
tale, A caso which we report to-day 
is, we are glad to say, of quite ex- 
coptional character. A man named 
Shearer is charged, at;the instance of the 
U.S. marshal with having an open ‘ knife 
‘concealed up the sleeve of his coat, pre- 
sumably with feloniousintent.” But there 
in no indication that he ever made any 
show of using it or of resisting in any 
way the various assaults with a loaded 
stick which the marshal made upon him, 
We think everyone will fully approve 
the Magistrate's decision and his remarks, 

‘A sorions carriage accident, attended 
with fatal consequences, occurred on the 
Soochow Creek Bund, opposite the end of 
tho Szochuen Road, on Tuesday afternoon. 
About four o’clock Mr. Harry Ingle, pilot, 
who had just taken a trap from the stand 
adjoining the Little Astor House, Hong- 
Kew, to proceed to various places. on 
business preparatory to going on a cruise, 
was driving along the Creek Bund, in 
company with a fellow-pilot named 
Hume; and as the pony had slackened 
the brisk paco at which it sot out, he 
touched it lightly with the whip, 
when it kicked, and, he pulling the wrong 
rein, went over the edge of the Bund. 
The spot was the most dangerous to be 
encountered in the whole length of the 
foreshore, for a large drain hure reaches 
the creek and causes a deep and awkward 
cutting, with a drop from the Bund of 
some eight or ten fect. ‘The trap was 
overturned in the fall, and Mr. Ingle was 
unfortunately buried beneath it, in the 
mud and water. Mr. Hume was thrown 
clear, receiving some slight injuries ; 
and, with those who came up to the 










































scene of the accident, hastened to tho 
assistance of his companion. When taken 
out, Mr. Ingle appeared to be till 
alive, but he was completely unconscious, 
and in a few minutes all sign of life dis- 
appeared. The’ left side of his head and a 
portion of his face were much discoloured, 
but we have not heard what was the precise 
cause of death. ‘The body was removed to 
the Central Police Station, and afterwards 
to the General Hospital. An enquiry 
made into the accident, at the United 
States Consulate, is reported elsewhere. 

It is noteworthy that no less than eight 
steamers have already left for the North- 
er ports, all deeply Iaden--the Aden on 
Saturday, the Appin, Chilli, Shanse, Sze- 
chuen, and Taku on Sunday, and yesterday 
the Sin Nanzing and Shantung. The Appin 
and Shanse proceed direct to the Peiho, 
while the remainder call at Chefoo. 

In consequence of the outside steamer 
Ping On being put on the Ningpo line, 
the 8. S, N. Go. lowered tho rates for 
native passongers from $2 to $1 and 
even $0.50, at which they now stand. The 
effect has been to increase the number of 
passengers carried, enormously. One day 
Inst week the Kiangse brought up 974, and 
the typical idea of packing like herrings 
in a barrel, was almost literally fulfilled. 
‘They had not room to move. 

‘The Race Course was opened for training 
‘on Saturday. 

‘The Peking Gazette of the 14th January 
reports serious affray with salt smug- 
glers, on the Tahu. ‘The smuggling seems 
to have become an organised affair, and 
needed considerable force to put it down ; 38 
boats, 3,800 packages of sultand 19smuglers 
were captured. In course of time, probably, 
the Chinese will learn that moderate im- 
posts will at once stop sinuggling, whereas 
force never can or will do thisteffectually 80 
long as imposts are excessive; those on 
salt are crushing, and the smuggling from 
the Hangchow Bay is very great. 

‘The Chinese seem to be in rather a bad 
way about the conveyance of rice to 
Tientsin. A memorial in the Peking Ga- 
zette of the 15th January virtually acknow- 
ledges that the inland route is closed ; and 
the fact has been practically acknowledged 
by the formation of a Chinese Steamer 
Company, whose foremost employment 
will be to convey this rice by sea, But 
this Company's steamers have not yer 
arrived, and Shanghai godowns are run- 
ning over with the accumulated “tribute.” 
When will the Chinese learn. that to col- 
ect (axes in money, and pay wages in 
money, leaving the Imperial Soldiers and 
dependents to buy their own rice, is the 
right principle to go on. 

Considering the amount of statistical 
work which the Customs Returns Depart- 
ment has to get through at the end of the 
year, we may congratulate it on having 
brought out the Gazette for the fourth 
quarter of 1872 in good time, and fifteen 
days earlier than last year, ‘The Shanghai 
returns were published separately, and 
reviewed by us some weeks ago (N.-C. Hl. 
Tan. 30.) 

‘The import of Shirtings into Camxraxo 
during the fourth quacterof 1872 was187,833 
against 164,831, but ouly 64,395 pieces of 




















T-Cloths against 92,798. A falling off of 
2,500 pieces of Lustres is the only notable 
feature in Woollens. A steady increase in 
the use of Transit passes is still to be ob- 
served. We have already prepared our 
readers for the list of fines and confis- 
cations, at this port, ‘for importing goods 
under marks different to those applied for 
by the shipper in Shanghai ;” and need 
not here repeat our comment on the cir- 
cumstances. Sugar is sugar, whether the 
package is marked L in a diamond or D. 
L. O. in a difficulty, 

Le Tsung-he, a native ‘of Szechuen and 
Inte Governor of Shanse, has been ap- 
pointed Viceroy of Naxxixa. 

A Haxxow correspondent writes, on tho 
Ist March :—Everything very dull. Wea- 
ther again cold, and snow fell on the 24th 
—after we had had the thermometer up 
to 78. ‘lie business of the past fortnight 
in Cotton Goods has not been so good as was 
anticipated after the New Year. Chines 
dealers are buying sparingly, althongh quo- 
tations are, in some instances, lower than 
in Shanghai, There was however moro 
enquiry and a tendency to improvement, 
A grand ball was given on Friday night 
by the bachelors of Hankow, which, con- 
sidering the fewness of the ladies available 
for dancing, is said to have passed off well. 
About a fortnight ago, a circular went 
round the exmmunity, informing the resi- 
dents that H. B. M.'s Government was 
prepared to give over the English Church 
to the entire charge of the community, 
provided the latter would take the respon- 
sibility of all the Church oxpenses in fue 
turo. ‘This is a step in the right direction, 
undoubtedly ; for it is full time for the 
Home Government to leave all Englishinen 
alike to sev after their own religious wanta 
and supplies. Nevertheless, the matter 
does not seem to awaken a ready,response 
inthe place. It seems that there are some 
people so old fashioned here astothink, still, 
that A. B. M.’s Government should look 
after their religion as well as their com- 
merce. It is to be hoped, however, that 
this cliss is in a great minority, and 
that the Church property will be ac- 
cepted by the community as their own con- 
cern, There is a rumour that Social Even- 
ing Meetings, similar to those we had last 
winter, are to be held this winter again. 
It is late now to commence, but better late 
than never, for they will be highly ac- 
ceptable to all parties, if they are s0 well 
conducted as those of last winter. 

By the Court Circular of Caxton it ap- 
pears.that on the 23rd February (the day 
fixed for the assumption of Government 
by the Emperor) official ceremonies would 
take place in the Imperial ‘Temple (Canton) 
at the early hour of 4 a.m. All the lead- 
ing officials of the province were enjoined 
to be present, in full Court dress; and 
from the 22nd to the 24th they were re- 
quired to wear their embroidered robes, and 
illuminate their yamuns during the three 
days, ‘The Giant Chang has left for Manila, 
He proposes, after a short stay in the Phil- 
lipines, to visit Java aud India, whence, 
“GE no sufiicient inducement offers,” ho 
will probably return to China,

THE CUSTOMS GAZETTE. 


Owe thing that strikes us in looking 
over the last Customs Gazette, is the 
remarkable absence of incident at the 
outports. Each Commissioner's report 
is divided under ten headings, among 
which that of “Occurrences” takes 
the last place. And we find that, in 
ten out of the fourteen ports, the re- 
mark under this head is, Nil. We 
remember, when the practice of short 
interval reports was first adopted, and 
the working of the Returns Office was 
less perfect than at present, the cux- 
tailment of the historical sketches 
sometimes appended to the Reports 
was suggested, as a means of expediting 
publication ; but we do not believe that 
even the efforts of the Press exhaust 
all the news of China, and it is a 
pity therefore to let’ the heading 
remain altogether blank. We may 
sey nearly the same of title No. 
IX—General Remarks”—which is 
blank in exactly the same number of 
cases, Undoubtedly, the yearly report 
is the place for any elaborate reviow of 
the trade of a port; but a few com 
ments, even in a quarterly return, 
are interesting, and servo to point out 
at once its leading features. The 
only exceptional case is, of course, 
Shanghai, where every incident is 
made public and discussed by the local 
Press, as it arises. Newchwang might 
perhaps be also excused, on the plea 
that nothing ever docs happen there, 
worthy of record ; but, though the Com- 
missioner can recall no “occurrences,” 
he writes a few “remarks” which 
exactly illustrate our point. The im- 
port of 'T-Cloths was excessively large. 
‘The export of beans and beancake was 
also large; and a demand for bean oil 
for Japan caused an export of 80,000 
peouls to that country within a few 
weeks. The estimates from the interior 
are that from six to seven tenths of a 
“fall” crop have been gathered, both 
of beans and millet, so that the pro- 
spects of trade for the ensuing sca- 
son are considered on the whole good. 
This is exactly what is worth while 
noting down; and we find the re- 
marks of other Commissioners have, 
generally, much interest. ‘The import 
of T-Cloths into Tientsin was about 
23,000 pieces less than in the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1871, the com- 
moner kind of shirtings having taken 
their place in the market; and of 
Grey Shirtings accordingly we find that 
some 57,000 pieces were imported, more 
than in ’71. An increase of 795 
peculs in the import of opiuin is at- 
tributed to a falling off in supply of 
the native drug. The fresh edict 
which appeared some time ago in the 
Peking Gazette, “ prohibiting the culti- 
vation of the poppy, has to some extent 
strengthened the market and increased 
tho demand for the foreign article. 
During the three previous quarters, the 





sale of Indian Opium was affected by 
unusually large supplies of the native 
drag, and, in most cases, prices were in 
favour of buyers. The consumption of 
Malwa during the quarter under re- 
view has been chiefly in Peking, where 
it is preferred by the Tartars to other 
kinds. Shanse is apparently the only 
consumer of Patna and Benares, and 
the demand has in consequence been 
small, These drugs undergo here a 
preparation, in order to render them 
saleable in that province.” 

‘The Chefoo Commissioner leaves us 
to our own reflections; and we note 
that the import of Grey Shirtings was 
more than double that of the corres- 
ponding quarter, and greater than it had 
been in either of the three previous years. 
‘The import of T-Cloths on the con- 
tray fell off hy 45,000 pieces. That 
of Woollens increased in almost every 
instance; Lustres, especially, doubling. 
A remarkable increase is noticeable in 
the import .of seaweed, and a falling 
off of about one-fourth in that of sugar. 
‘The export of beancake was 215,810 
against 96,000 peculs, and that of 
peas 215,000 against 160,000. No 
comment is made at Hankow, on an 
increase in the import of Grey Shirtings 
from 113,000 to 283,000, of T- 
Cloths from 73,000 to 174,000, and 
of Drills from 39,000 to 107,000. 
Here also, as at the Northern 
ports, the import of Lustres doubled. 
Sugar shows a great excess; and 
the same is the case with most articles 
of native export. The quantity of 
manufactures conveyed inland under 
‘Transit Pass was very much larger, in 
almost every case, than in the corres- 
ponding quarter. The Commissioner 
of Kiukiang points out that, though 
the import of Cotton goods compares 
favourably with that of the pre- 
vious year, the market has been dull. 
‘The import of Woollens is about equal, 
but shows a falling off as compared with 
1869 and 1870. ‘The table of goods 
sent inland under Transit Pass shows 
that the Chinese have largely availed 
themselves of these as regards manu- 
factures, but confirms the statement 
we made some weeks ago, that Lead 
and Tin are debarred from the pri- 
vilege. Brick tea is becoming a per- 
manent export and seems likely to 
increase. Chinkeang, again, is left to 
speak for itself ; and we note here, too, 
an_ increase in the import of Shirtings, 
and in the quantity sent inlaid under 
Pass. There is a decrease of 28,000 
pieces in the import of T-Cloths, but 
only of 4,000 pieces in the quantity 
sent inland. Imstres fell from 8,600 
to 6,100; but an increase is shown in 
“assorted” Woollens, and a trifling 
inerease, also, in the quantity sent 
inland. The increase in the quantity 
of native goods brought from the in- 
terior under Pass is enormous, for 
the reasons, no doubt, which have béen 
explained in recent discussions in our 
columns. 








‘THE JAPAN MINT. 


A Buve Boox recently issued by the 
Japanese Government contains the re- 
port of Major Kinder, Director of the 
Imperial Mint at Osaka, for the year 
ended 81st July 1872. ‘The report is 
satisfactory as to the progress made 
in introducing: the new currency, as 
well as regards the care taken to pre- 
serve a proper standard of weight and 
purity. During the year, gold coin to 
the value of $14,488,981 was struck in 
the Mint, and silver to a value of 
$5,689,685, an amount which severely 
taxed the ‘resources of an establish- 
ment originally intended to turn out 
an average of $25,000 per day. ‘Tho 
coinage of gold,” adds the report, “ has 
far exceeded the anticipated demand, 
and our appliances have proved too 
limited; the small number of furnaces 
necessitated the use of the silver melt- 
ing furnaces, which entailed the 
consumption of Inrger quantities of 
coke, The supply of gold for coinago 
being on the increase, it will be neces- 
sary to enlarge the gold melting room, 
and in the contemplated change, to 
introduce gas furnaces.” Many dif- 
ficulties had to be overcome in the 
establishment of a mint in a country 
like Japan, where skilled labour was 
not readily obtainable. The dies, at 
first of too large a diameter, had to be 
altered, the copper supplied for alloy 
was found to be so badly purified that 
the coins produced were brittle, the steel 
in stock for the dies proved un- 
satisfactory, and the workmen could 
not quickly be taught the necessity 
of adhering exactly to the standard 
sizes. The Director had besides 
to prepare designs and attend to the 
erection of additional buildings, and the 
necessary alterations of those erected 
in order to fit thom for the extended 
issues called for. A tribute of praise 
tendered to the management of the 
Oriental Bank for the care taken in 
the solection of the foreign staff, and 
for their general conduct towards the 
Japanese Government in all matters 
relating to their connection with the 
Mint. Besides the Director, twelve 
Europeans are on the staff of the Mint; 
notwithstanding which, so great was 
the pressure on the resources of the es- 
tablishment that the working hours 
had to be extended from sunrise to 
sunset. 2,845 dies for gold, and 4,274 
for silver coin were produced in the 
year, besides large quantities of seals 
for Government offices, and even a 
series of medals for the police 
of the colony of Hongkong, an amount 
of work most creditable to those in 
charge. A sudden resolve on the 
part of the authorities to make gold 
their standard, led to tive discontinu- 
ance of the coinage of the silver 
dollar, but subsidiary coins are still 
produced. The adoption of the gold 
standard has led to some changes 
in the relative values of the gold 
and silver coins, and the Director adds 
hat, it may be necessmy to adjust 
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the weight of these subsidiary silver 
coins in favour of the public. 

‘The standard weight of this gold 
yen or dollar is 25.72 grains, of a fine- 
ness of 2% with a permitted remedy, 
or allowance for variation, of 2 per 
mil, the same as in England; the 
silver yen, 416 grains of similar 
standard. ‘The trial of the Pyx 
at the end of tho. year, gave as 
the greatest deviation from the stand- 
ard, a fineness of 899.43 for the gold 
coins, and in the silver dollars 898.66, 
both considerably within the remedy. 
‘The smaller silver coins, being formed 
from old Tokugawa boos of low stand- 
ard, did not prove so satisfactory in 
their outturn, but it is hoped that the 
difficulty in properly refining the old 
coins will be got over. The Director, 
in his report, protests against an assay 
of the coins produced made without 
his knowledge, at the Mint at Wash- 
ington—a course scarcely fair to him, 
‘as the coins sent were some of the first 
productions of the Mint, and differed 
in size from what was afterwards de~ 
termined, Even with these disadvan- 
tages Mr. Portven, the Commissioner 
of the U.S. Mint, stated his opinion 
that the gold coins may fairly be com- 
pared with the coinage of any country. 
Tt would have been better, as evincing 
a better spirit on the part of the 
Japanese Government, to have informed 
the Director that a further assay was 
desired, and to have sought this assay 
in the Mints of the various Governments 
with which Japan has relations. Such 
‘a course would have been more satis~ 
factory than what must be considered 
as an ev parte statement, put forward 
without the cognizance of those more 
immediately concerned. An improve- 
ment by Mr. W. Smith, the superinten- 
dent of the weighing room, which 
has increased the weighing power 
of the automaton machines from 25 to 
45 coins per minute, is spoken of by the 
Director in high terms, and we believe 
the improvement is likely to be adopted 
wherever those unique machines are 
employed. Altogether the Japanese 
‘Mint may be looked upon as a decided 
success, and we beliove that the success 
has been financial as well as executive. 
With the far greater requirements of 
China, the Hongkong Government re- 
tired from the field before a fair trial 
had been given to the attempt, and the 
new mint, which was given up in hope- 
less despair, is now taxed beyond its 
power of production. If there is so 
great a demand for good coin in Japan, 
might it not be the case that similar 
demand would follow from one at 
Shanghai?

‘The China Review, ot Notes 
and Queries on the’ Far East, 
Editel by N. B. Denoys. 


Tux China Review for November and 
December, if it contains nothing very new 
or very startling, has a good amount of 
readable matter. It concludes a review 
ou the Emigration Convention of 1866, 











showing clearly in what respects that in- 
strument had failed to be of the slightest 
use in modifying the system of Coolie 
Emigration from the South of China. 
‘This is, however, only what, a priori, is to 
be expected from every deed or conven- 
tion drawn up by the Chinese Government. 
‘The same remark may be made of every 
attempt at trade ‘regulations, or amend- 
ment of existing regulations, from the time 
when foreigners first frequented the port 
of Canton, down to the abortive Conven- 
tion of Sir Rutherford Alcock, and the 
latest propositions with regard to Mis- 
sionaries and inland transit. The same 
utter impractieableness, the same loading 
of a plain case with details, impossible for 
the most elaborate and powerful govern- 
mentin the world to carry out, and, in the 
ease of China, where each petty officer is 
a law unto himself, simply absurd and 
impossible. Regulations, in the instance 
under notice, are made for the treatment 
of coolies in foreign countries with which 
China has no communication, and elabo- 
rate precautions taken against ill-treatment 
to be observed in cases where China has 
no more say than His Majesty of the Can- 
nibal islands. ‘The only thing to excite any 
surprise, is, not that Chinese officials, to 
whom such compositions are a labour of 
love, should try to compose such docu- 
cuments, but that Foreign Ministers 
should endorse them, If China wishes 
to look after the interests of her sub- 
jects in Peru and elsewhere, she. had 
better take care to be represented on the 
spot ; or if she does not care to take that 
step, but still wishes to preserve her peo- 
ple from the fate that usually awaits them 
there, let her put a stop, on this side, to 
the iniquitous system of Coolie Emigra- 
tion practised in the South, which is a 
disgrace no less to China herself, than to 
the other nations who allow their flags to 
be stained by a trafic revolting to huma- 
nity. ‘The “ Adventures of a Chinese 
Giant,” which form the second article, yo 
on towards their denouement, There is 
at least this much to be said for them, that 
they hold up to admiration, quali 
rally suppressed by the: Chin 
pleasure to find, in a Chinese work, 
muscular energy and a certain plain sense 
of honour put forward as desirable things: 
‘The Rey. Mr. MacOlatchie follows with a 
paper, carefully and deeply elaborated, but 
scarcely conclusive, on the symbols of 
the Yibking. Had Mr. MacClatchie first 
explained these symbols, or reduced 
them to some definite system, we might 
have been the better able to follow in his 
train of comparison. We, however, demur 
to his chronology of religion. We are not 
at all disposed to’ place Sabianism, or the 
worship of the Heavenly Host, as the 
earliest phase of {dolatry, to be succeeded 
by Demonolatry. On the contrary, all in- 
vestigation goes to prove that Fetichism in 
some form or other has, ina more advanced 
age, grown into the worship or propiti 
ation of spirits powerful for ovil, which 
has in turn assumed the form of demono- 
latry or worship of spirits generally, of 
which Sabianism is a comparatively modern 
development. Most nations of Aryan stock 
had attained to this phase of ieligious 


























feeling at the commencement of history, 
and a general sameness is to be found pre~ 
vailing,—from China, where Aryan influ- 
ences wero at one: time paramount, to 
Germany, Italy and even Egypt. We 
are rather surprised, in fact, at the vague- 
ness of the identity attempted to be estab- 
lished, than at the closeness of the re- 
semblance itself, For instance:—“ The 
worship of the sun, moon and stars, 
and even of deceased ancestors might 
be regarded as natnral, and it does nob 
seem impossible that each pagan na- 
tion might adopt such worship indepen 
dently of all the others, But that 
each should, independently of the rest, 
adopt the notion that a Bull should bo 
sacrificed to the Great Father of the human 
race; that he is the Sun, a Horse, a 
Dragon, or Serpent, ée.; and that the Great 
Mother should be symbolized by the Cows, 
and the Moon, and the Mare, &., 
these are, undeniably, most arbitrary 
and unnatural theories.” The above is 
a specimen of the vagueness we com- 
plain of; the &es. aro Mr. MacClat. 
chie’s own, and can lead us only to the 
supposition that a bull may represent 
anything either in heaven above, the earth 
beneath, or the waters under the earth, 
We cannot but admire the amount of re~ 
earch displayed, but we regret'the want 
of concentration, On one point Mr, Mac- 
Clatchie is more precise, and opens a 
clearer field for research. ‘The Indian 
deluge of Monu ended in the destruction 
of the demon Hayagriva and the recovery 
of the Sacred Book, as did that of the 
Chaldeans in the discovery of tho sacred 
books buried at Sipparis by Xisuthrus, 
So in the Yih-king we are told that 
the Yellow River gave forth the De- 
lineation, and the Lo gavo forth tho 
Book. The Delineation is the Book of 
diagrams on the Yih-king itself, and the 
book is said to be the “Great Plan” given 
tothe Emperor Yi. If Mr. MacOlatchie 
will condense his investigations, and give 
his readers a clearor insight into what is 
really in the Yihking, a task for which he 
is well fitted, he will tread on surer ground 
in his more remote generalisations. Ho 
should however, bring forward later au- 
thorities than Bryant, a book now a 
century old, and celebrated more for its 
fancies than its facts. Of the later writers on 
mythology, who have built it into a science, 
we find no mention in his list of refer- 
enees; nor, we must admit, do we find 
the modern spirit of research displayed in 
some of his conelusio

‘Tue Asiatic Society’s Journal comes before 
us this year inthe shape of a well printed 
and readable volume of 260 pages. The 
articles of course are of various merit, but 
still they all have attractions for the stu- 
dent interested in China and the Chinese, 
and bear comparison with the papers sup- 
plied to scientific journals at home. When 
we see the names of Messrs. Mayers and 
Swinhoe as contributors, we are sure 
that some new light will be thrown on the 
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subjects treated of, and this anticipation 
is fully borne out by the historical and 
statistical sketch of the island of’ Hainan, 
and by the account of the aborigines of that 
island which form the two first papers in 
the volume before us. Mr. G. 0. Stent’s 
Chinése Lyrics follow. When this pa- 
per was read, it excited considerable in- 
terest, and though the preface is a little 
diffuse, we imagine the most accomplished 
“ sinologue may learn some amusing facts 
relative to the inner life of the people, from 
these poetical illustrations. Mr. Stent 
desires to show that the grave stolid-faced 
Chinese have a vein of sentiment and 
humour beneath their decorous business 
faces, and he adduces their popular songs 
to prove his point. The little ditty Wang 
Ta Niang,” of which he gives only a prose 
rendering, is a case in point. We find a 
proof of the superstitions of the Chinese, 
and how, in time of real or supposed sick- 
ness, they resort not only to the medical 
practitioner, but to priests, lamas, and 
exorcists ; and we learn too, as Mr. Stent 
naively observes, that in spite of the duenna 
and the feminine reserve 80 solemnly in- 
culeated, “there is such a thing as sweet- 
hearting amongst them.” “The Twelve 
Months Many Stories” is a very graceful 
production, relating the feclings of a wife 
whose husband is gone to the wars, and 
welling upon the anxiety of the lovely 
dame until the last month of the year 
brings home the warrior victorious. ‘Thero 
are several othor specimens given, which 
the reader will enjoy, Over and over 
again, we have expressed a wish that Chi- 
nese Students would devote themselves to 
ing familiar sights, and giving us a 
real insight into the popular amusements 
and daily habits of China, Mr, Medhurst 
made a beginning, and Mr. Stent, in a 
smaller sphere, with his Lyrics and Legends, 
is following up the idea. We wish there 
were more labourers ready to glean in this 
rich harvest field. Mr. Kingsmill furnishes 
us with a paper on the “ Mythical Origin 
of the Chow Dynasty” which appears to 
us very ingenious, He deprecates the too 
liberal uso of “Solar Myths ” as a solution 
for all puzales, and yet is struck by the re- 
markable fact that the names connected 
with this early Dyzasty should adapt 
themselves so easily to the representation 
of the auroral phenomena, ‘Now it is 
sufficiently remarkable that this word 
Djow, the correlative of the more modern 
form Tienhia (under the bright sky) should 
be the name handed down to us as that 
of the original seat of the Chinese Empire, 
Its king, Wan-Wang (the Classic king) by 
name Chang, the brightness of morning, 
has by his wife Tai-sze nine sons, the eldest 
Bek-yi-kuan of whom nothing of im- 
portance is heard, the second Wu-wang 
(the military king) the founder of the 
Empire, sut whose name was Fah (literally 
the sender forth of light), the third Sien 
(clear or fresh), the fourth Dan (the dawn). 
Of the sons, Fah and Dan occupy the most 
conspicuous place, supported by a re- 
lation Shih (the carnation coloured.”) 
The little paper deserves the often 
abused title of “suggestive.” It is a very 
clever piece of speculation, and the writer 
will deserve the thanks of all those in- 


























terested in philological and mythological 
researches, if he introduces a more intelli- 
nt system of criticism than blindly follow- 
ing the Chinese commentators, 

‘The next paper is somewhat ambitionsly 
entitled: “The obligations of China to 
Europe in the matter of physical science, 
acknowledged by eminent Chinese.” It 
consists of some extracts from the preface 
to Tséng Kwo-fan’s edition of Euclid. 
Mr. Moule remarks that the great 
‘Viceroy was, by ourselves, regarded alter- 
nately as implacably hostile on principle 
to'the presence of foreigners in China, and 
as dangerous to the Throne itself and only 
biding his time to re-establish a native 
dynasty in his own person. It is therefore 
interesting to view him inanother character, 
one in which he lias bequeathed some re- 
sults to his country, namely that of a 
scientific student, Tseng reprints, after 
his own preface, the'joint essay of Matteo 
Ricci and Paul Seu, and then that of Mr. 
Wylie and his able assistant Le. This is 
very marked tribute to'foreign proficiency 
in these studies, and is a proof of the can- 
donr of the illustrious Chinese, It is 
curious to note that the Western Mis- 
sionary was really as superstitious as the 
Eastern pupil in one respect ; for, in com- 
mending the mathematical sciences, he 
alleges their utility in instructing the 
physician “to compute the paths of the 
sun, moon, and planets, and their 
influence on the diseased body ; evidently 
alluding, not to legitimate climatic in- 
fluences, but to astrology.” Mr. Watters fol- 
lows with a fragment of biography, a sketch 
of the Life and Works of Han Yit of Han 
Wen-kung, a writer who, according to his 
reviewer, reminds one of Addison, and 
who seems to have been strangely over- 
looked by Remusat, Pauthier, Julien 
and the sinologues, and somehow has 
escaped the ken of the indefatigable Wylie. 
‘The remarks of Mr. Thompson on Cambo- 
dian Ruins, and the able papers on natural 
history by Pere Armand David make up a 
very complete and interesting number ; and 
the North-China Branch, although its ga- 
therings are not always 80 lively as their 
frequenters desire, has no reason to be 
ashamed of the printed result of its labour 
during the two past years. A the various 
ports in China, there are a number of men 
who have opportunities of study and ob- 
servation, and it is clear that these persons 
are becoming more numerous, and are be- 
ginning to recognize the Shanghai Society 
asthe best medium for publishing their 
researches and submitting them to the 
notice of their brother students, to be re- 
ceived, corrected, sifted, amplified, or re- 
futed. A brief retrospect of events, and 
some meteorological tables are bound up 
with the Journal.

‘NEWCHWANG. 


‘Major Crossman’s opinion of Newchwang 
and its trade is so far from the facts, which, 
had he used an ordinary power of observa 
tion when le was here, he would have 
ascertained for himself, that I fear he 
must have noted down what passed through 
his mind immediately after an after- 





dinuer nap. He should not be held ac- 
countable for what he thought at such a 
time ; but he is responsible for rushin, 
into print and misleading the country and 
Government by whom he is paid. Tf the 
information which he gives of Newchwang 
is a sample of his China report, his evidence 
should be ignored at once, and much 
trouble thereby saved. It is only necessary 
to allude to his idea of the trade, of which 
he says there is little except in ‘Bean- 
“ako, large quantities of which are sent to 
“Swatow and other Southern ports, to be 
used as manure for Sugar, I think, prin- 
cipally."—Did he believe some of this 
Sugar could be consumed here? This year 
we imported about 95,000 pienls, As to 
other Imports, such as ‘Manufactures, Tron 
and Opium, [need only refer tothe Customs 
and other Statistics, in order to show their 
importance, But, ‘as Major Crossman’s 
notion of trade comprises only Exports, 
I can assure him that Beancake is nob 
the principal, for whereas 650,000 piculs 
Beancake were “sent” away, about 
1,230,000 piculs Peas and 42,000 piouls 
Gil, besides Ginseng 760 piculs, and valu 
able medicines, were dispatched this year, 
How doeshesuppose this produce was ‘sent? 
to Swatow &e, 1 We refer : In 257 vossels= 
89,029 tons—of which the proportion is 
British, 18 steamers=11,307 tons 34,858 

6G sailings=23,551 ,, J tons, 
‘The carrying tonnage this year, therefore, 
was more than one-third British, Surely 
the interest is considerable enough for a 
decently paid Consulate. At any rate it 
is better to have no representative at all, 
than that “an assistant should be sent 
“to provide against any emergency,” &e., 
as recommended by Major Crossman. It is 
not likely that a recommendation from 
such a shallow quarter will be heeded ; 
but it is surprising that “evidence” 
accepted by the Government, while their 
Consuls on the spot, and the valuable 
information printed by the Customs, yearly 
supply “facts.” No Consulate has 
deen built at this port, and,wo fear Major 
Crossman’s, objection to. wasting his 
architectural talents on the desert air is the 
cause of our Consuls being obliged to reside 
ina joss-house. We, however, do not need 
such a celebrated man, and would prefer his 
“sending an assistant” who is moro 
likely to fall in with the views of those who 
know what building is required. At other 
ports he had it all his own way, and the 
result is often ns unsatisfactory as his 
opinion of Newchwang. 





























TIENTSIN, 


Two days ago the people of Tientsin 
were surprised to hear that the Guyernor- 
General had determined to return to ‘Tien- 
tsin by the 20th day of the Chinese moon 
(17th Feb.), when the seals of the yamuns 
will be opened for the transaction of public 
business for the current year. The rea. 
sons ostensibly assigned for this unex. 
pected and early return of his Excellency 
are, thatthe Ministers of Japan and Peru, 
and the Chargé V’Affaires of Holland are 
expected to reach ‘Tiontsin immediately 
after the opening of the sen communica- 
tion with this place, which is looked for 
before the end of February; and that Li 
considers it necessary he ‘should be on 
the spottomeet them. “Previous to this news 
reaching our ears, we were told that he 
would, as carly as practicable after he 
had concluded all his usual business at 
Paouting for the New-year, proceed to 
Peking to have audiences ‘of the Em- 
peror immediately after his accession to 








| the Throne ; and that he would later, at 


the end of March, accompany His Majesty 
to the Imperial burial grounds. The 
change of intention has, therefore, occa- 
sioned somo surprise.’ What ean have 
really been the causo is a question asked 
by all who take sny intorest in the 
political topics of the day ; for they can- 
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not believe that the mere presence of three 
foreign officials at Tientsin would prevent 
Li Hung-chang visiting Peking on the 
‘accession of the Emperor. His Excellency, 
they remember, did not return to ‘Tientsin 
last year till the 16th April, this year he 
will be back two months earlier.” It has 
been surmised that the change of route has 
really arisen in this manner—and of course 
it has met with the approval of Uis Ma- 
jesty—Li, having learnt from the public 
foreign papers that Senor Garcia, the 
Peruvian Minister, comes to Tientsin 
in an iron-elnd, ‘the Independencia—a 
formidable foreign vessel of war in the 
mind of the Viceroy—considers that it 
is incumbent on him to be on the spot, to 
present to the Minister a bold and calm 
front on his appearing. ‘Lime will, it is 
to be hoped, enlighten the publie as to the 
actual truth. 

In the Peking Gazette of 4th instant we 
read that His Majesty has been pleased to 
appoint Le ‘Tsung-be, Governor-General of 
the provinees of Keangsoo, Keangse, and 
Ganhway, his official residence or Yamen 
being at Nanking. Le-tsung-he is a native 
of the province of Szechuen ; a short time 
back, ho was Governor (setmfoo) of the 
provinee of Shanse, but he was then 
obliged to cease holding office, on account 
of the death of one of his parents, as he had 
to go into mourning; and he is at present at 
home in Szechuen, He was formerly a pro- 
teyé of the great statesman, ‘Tseng-kwo- 
fan, under whom, L understand, he served 
nt one time asa aubordinate official ; and 
he is not classed, I further understand, 
as belonging to the political party of Li 
Hung-chang, If wo examine into the sy 
tem pursued by the Central Government in 
making the high appointments in the pro- 
vinces, we are struck with the sagacity they 
display in carrying out their work, inequally 
balancing the power of the different parties 
thronghout the Empire. ‘Che appointment 
of Le'l'snng-he as Viceroy at Nanking, 
undoubtedly the finest post in all the pro- 
vinces, throws weight into the scales in 
favor of the Tsing Kwo-fan party, and of 
course tends to balance the power of the 
Li Hung-chang party which is. at present 
obviously very weighty. If the Central 
Government under their present system 
desire to obtain the views of the Go- 
vernors-general or Vieeroys of the Em- 
pire, on some political or diplomatic 
question which may have arisen, they 
cannot fail, by their judicious system of 
well balauced appointments amongst the 
political parties of the State, to obtain 
separate, and very probably different 
opinions, on the question at issue ; giving 
the Government the power of selection of 
views, ere coming to a decision on a matter 
perhaps of grave diplomatic importance. 

‘After His Majesty's accession to the 
Throne we shall loarn of numbers of offi- 
cials being promoted. Even already, we 
hear rnmors of promotions at Tiontsin— 
the territorial Taoutai, ‘Ting, te be Salt 
Commissioner ; the prefect, Ma, to be 
‘Paoutai, After the Vicoroy has settled 
himself ‘again in his yamon here, he need 
not lack work, and of such character as 
agrent statesinan should be proud to ha 
originated, I culy mention a single point. 
By looking around him he will pereeive a 
mass of Chinese people deprived of their 

iginal wark of cultivating the soil of the 




























































living in great misery. ‘The Peiho requires 
straightening at a particular place just 
below ‘Tientsin, and the bends, which 
at present very much impede navigation, 
would be thereby done away with ; if the 
unemployed agriculturists were put to the 
work of straightening the river by cutting 
the ground for a quarter of a mile, they 
would find employment and food, ’ while 
their work would be highly useful. 

In the Peking Gazette of Ind February 
wo read tint His Majesty will start from 
Peking on the Ist April for the Imperial 
Tombs in Mongolis, to offer up prayers 
there.

CHINEEANG. 


After the lapse of a decent interval in 
which to recover from the festivities of the 
New Year, the Chinese have set them- 
selves diligently to business ; and during 
last week a brisk trade went on in piece 
foods at encouraging prices, which reports 
From. Shanghai tended. to harden. ‘The 
Bund was once more enlivened by a liberal 
display of oil tubs, lily flower bales, and 
other articles—the result of transit pass 
iniquities of six months ago ; for although 
the system of granting passes which has 
been so thoroughly discussed in your 
columns has collapsed, the natives did not 
fail to improve their time so as to have a 
few spare permits still available. The 
effect on the native trade as a whole, how- 
ever, is to restrict it to its former compara- 
tively narrow channels, many of the com- 
modities brought down at remunerative 
rates under pass, being of such low value 
that they could not afford to pay the bar- 
rier exactions imposed in transitu to 
tant marts, and having therefore to be 
held to local and less profitable sale. 
But while the system prevailed, it must 
be admitted that, apart from its in- 
trinsic illegality ‘as applied to purely 

tive trade, it operated ‘irly by 
giving more knowing or designing Chi- 
nese an unfair pull over their brethren less 
favoured of opportunity, in enabling the 
former class, by the proportion saved from 
barrier squeezes, to undersell the Jatter. 
But again, by the stimulus which it gave, 
thonative interests of the Port were advane- 
ing with remarkable rapidity, on the Set- 
tlement and City side of the River ; and 
a reflex advantage accrued to foreign trade 
in general and to the foreign holders of 
property at the port in particular, The 
moral is, that if the Chinese wish to hasten 
the rise, Phoenix-like, from their ashes, of 
ch unfortunate rebel-ruined cities’ as 
1x, they should either, through 
their local mandarins, revise the barrier 

ich strangle trade till, being 
ressive, their evasion becomes less 
an object to the trading population, or 
the Central Government should assi- 
milate the collection of inland revenue to 
the system employed in its Foreign Inspec- 
torate, making the burdens upon trade 
easy, equal and certain. ‘The result would 
in all probability be increased revenuo 
from the liberal development of trade, 
increased prosperity to the districts relieved 
of thoir surplus products, vastly increased 
employment to ‘the junks and cargoboats 
in the numerous waterways which commu- 
nicate with the Yangtsze, increased im- 
portance to the cities on its banks, and 
increased contentment all over. 
the meantime, the budding promiso. of 
the port has been sharply nipped, but let 
‘us hope ouly on that branch which strag- 
gled into the chill influence of official ob- 
jection. ‘There is still a healthy crop 
ipening on the protecting wall of treaty 
rights ; although a few, to whom they are 
unattainable, protest that the grapes are 
sour. It is the season of spring, therefore 
I write thusly ; but lest some hypereritic 
object to hyperbole—(and the number of 
those who watch for the halting, increase) — 
A will plod again the plain path of facts. 
As I have said, there is a brisk business 
going on which proves the value of Chi 
Keang as a centre of distribution ; and if 
you in Shanghai only succeed as well as 
you have done hitherto, in driving away 
that ridiculous dredger with which you 
expected to keep your feeble old Whangpoo 


































































from choking entirely, we may do a great 





deal better yet. “The new China Naviga- 
tion Company will, we hope, give us a lift. 
‘The Commissioner of Customs, Mr. Huber, 
has on the part of the Chinese given them 
the requisite permission to moor their hulk 
in the desired spot off the Concession, and 
when the confirmation of H. M.'s 
nister, H. E. Mr. Wado, is received, this 
matter will be virtually settled. 

‘As a port which reckons among its ro- 
mote resources a coal supply, wo are 
pleased to notice that people at Home are 
beginning to awaken to the possibility of 
there being such a thing as charbon in 
China, We really can got a very fair article 
from local workings, and the price 
is only $10 a ton, which compares favour- 
ably with Tis. 15 for the black diamonds 
of England when set in a Chinkeang grato; 
and if you could uso your superior status 
in Shanghai, to urge at the Tsung-li Yamen 
or St. James's tho making of a railway to 
connect us with the coalfields, and an im- 
proved mode of working tho mines, we 
should very soon have the pleasure of plen- 
tifully heaping coals of fire on your heads 
for all the hard things you have been. say- 
ing of us lately. 

Tho Loochooan tribute-bearers passed 
through here en rowe from Foochow to 
Peking, on tho 23rd, and attracted all the 
objectless curiosity of the port, furnishing 
in ‘addition a spectacle of exceptional i 
terest to our numerous steambound vis 
tors from Shanghai. ‘The cortege was 
taken across the Yangtezo by about twenty 
mandarin boats ; and as the provincial 
authorities are expected to do the hospi- 
table to the strangers as they pass through 
their jurisdiction, while only Peking bene: 
fits by the tribute, they must receive them 
with mingled feelings of satisfaction,

KIUKIANG. 

‘The statistics of the import of Cotton 
Goods compare very favourably on the 
whole with the same quarter of Inst year, 
but the market is reported to have been 
very inactive. Woollen Goods show a 
considerable falling off, as compared with 
the previous quarters reviewed in the table. 
‘The increase in the amount of Native 
Sugar imported is about the only other 
item worthy of notice. At the commence- 
ment of the quarter a large business was 
anticipated in Cotton, and consignments 
aggregating peculs 5,973 were imported ; 
but after the first month and a half the 
import of this article gradually fell off. 

in exports, beyond a trifling decrease in 
the siigmont of Black ‘Tes, and an increase 
against Groen Tea, there is nothing of 
interest to observe. Brick Tea, it may be 
remarked, is now becoming » permanent 
export, and is likely to increase. 

Te id ‘now just a'year sinco tho isswo of 
Transit, Passes to’ cover foreign goods 
owned by Chinese was brought into opera- 
tion, and the last column of Table VI 
affords sufficient proof that the privilege of 
taking out Passes, withheld until then 
from natives, has been much appreciated 
and duly availed of. It is a remarkable 
fact, however, that during the last three 
months no Straits produce has been sont 
to the interior of Kiangsi by natives, (and 
foreign merchants seldom import this kind 
of produce), thought thesearticles continue 
to be forwatded in considerable quantities 
to the adjoining province of An-hui, 

Messrs Gibb, Livingston & Co.’s agency 
has been temporarily closed. Foreign 
commercial interests do not appear toshow 
any signs of increasing prosperity : indeed, 
they appear to be on the wane, ‘This, 
however, cannot be said of missionary 
enterprise. The Romish missionaries aro, 
amongst other improvements to their ex- 
tensive premises, building a church and an 
orphanage ; while those of the Protestant 
persuasion have increased the number of 
their mission by two, and it is said that a 
school for females is about to be opened.

close of the year we have not had more 
than three whole days’ rain, ‘The winter 
crops stand greatly in need of rain, and 
unless snow falls to make up for the ab- 
sence of moisture, it is feared the yield 
will be very poor. The thermometer has 
averaged 68°, 58° and 52° fer the past three 
months,

has been raging in the mid-western depart- 


ment of Jui-chow Fyfq Pp] during the latter 
part of last quarter and the beginning of 
the present one. According to a Romish 
missionary stationed at Jui-chow, who was 
attacked by the malady and forced to seek 
medical advice at this port, the fever was 
at one time so fatal that coffins could not 
‘be supplied fast enough to bury the dead. 
Jui-chow, it may be noted, is in a very 
low-lying district and subject to inundation. 
‘The city is situated on the north bank of

Referring to the arrest which we noticed 
recontly, of a junk at Swatow, having 
a portion of the coast cable on board, 


the China Mail says:—As was to be ex- 
pected, the cable was not entered in her 
manifest, and the Commissioner took ad- 
vantage of this breach of regulations, as 
means of warning junk-owners or masters 
of the danger their junks run by such pil- 
fering, to pronounce her a good seizure, 
and she will be treated, therefore, accord- 
ingly. ‘The criminal part of the matter 
will be dealt with by the Danish Consul, as 
the national representative of the Great 
Northern Company, and it is to be hoped 
that the crew concerned in this outrage 
will undergo some more adequate punish- 
ment than those last tried in Shanghai 
underwent from the Mixed Court. ‘The 
junk is valued at $3,000, and will be sold 
‘at auction if not bought back by her late 
owner. 

Ttis reported that at Amoy, also, a junk 
has been found with cable on board. 

Alluding to the recent interruption, the 
Hongkong Advertiser states that on’ two 
miles were found not less than 4 iron and 
6 wooden junk anchors attached to the 
cable ; the lines for these anchors having 
been too weak hnd parted before the 
cable could be brought to the surface so as 
tobe cut. It is not at all an unfrequent 
occurrence that European sailing vessels 
gespple the cable ‘with their anchor, and 
ring it up j but knowing the importance 
of their catch, they carefully restore it to 
its bed without injury, The tug steamers 
several times have ‘observed junks with 
their anchor foul of the cable, bringing 
this up with the anchor, and in such case 
have promptly come to the rescue,

The same paper records that Staff Ser- 
geant Daniel, R. E., military foreman of 
Works, was attacked and rendered insensi 
ble by some person or persons unknown on 
the evening of the 16th, robbed of his 
watch and chain, and then left lying 
at the road-side, a little to the east- 
Ward of the large tank on Caine 
Road, between that and Heard’s stables. 
He was conveyed to the Military Hospital 
and is progressing favourably ; but remem- 
bers nothing of the affair except that he 
was struck, 

By the Government Guzette of the 22nd 
ulto., we observe, that Mr. Adolph Eim- 
Deke is recognised as Peruvian Consul, 
and Mr. Frensberg, interpreter to the 
German Consulate, as provisional German 
Consul, vice Eimbeke, retired. Dr. C. J. 
Wharry has arrived and taken up the post 
of Superintendent of the Government 
Civil Hospital, in pursuance of instructions 
issued by the Secretary of State. ‘he Police 
have arrested a man believed to have 
been concerned in the knock-down robbery 
‘of Sergeant Daniell. Several alarms of 
fire have been given recently, but no great 
damage has followed from the outbreaks, 
‘At the most recent, the Fire Brigade were 
creditably prompt. The annual meeting 
of the China Fire Insurance Company was 
held on the 24th, when the Report and 
Accounts which we publish on another 
page were passed, and new directors 
appointed.

‘The Express says much bad weather 
was reported during the second week 
of February. The Britain’s Pride, which 
left the port for Shanghai, had to put back 
with loss of sails, and. was detained a few 
days in consequence. The Yokohama Maru 
also lost fore and aft,jsails while going 
across from Shanghai. “This steamer has 
been sold to acompany of Satsuma mer- 
chants, for, it is said, $40,000, and is in- 
tended by her new owners ‘to convey 
sugar from the Loochoos to Osaka, The 
men forming part of the crew of the Annie 
Muriel, who were sent to gaol for a month 
for disorderly conduct on board, have made 
attempts to escape. In the first’ instance 
they got clear off, after cutting the gaoler 
about’ the face; and when re-captured 
two again escaped, one of whom had not 
up to the 22nd been discovered. The Ex- 
press complains, with reason, we fear, of 
irregularities in the working of the U. S.

‘YOKOHAMA. 


The enquiry into the loss of the Siam, 
Inte Maria Therese, held at Hakodate, frees 
the master from’ all blame, and decides 
that the death of one of the seamen, Charl 
Owen, was an accidental result of the 
cumstance. By the upsetting of a coolie 
sampan belonging to the P. M. 8. 8. Co., 
in Yokohama harbour, fifteen out of fifty- 
seven coolies, together with one foreigner, 
have lost their lives. ‘The gallantry of Mr. 
P.S. Dowson and of the French’ detach- 
ment posted on the Creek, in rescuing 
the drowning men, are noticed by the 
local journals, Of a concert given in the 
Gaiety ‘Theatre on the 13th ulto., the 
Japan Mait concludes a long review by 
saying that “there was much music in the 
making, but not much music made.” 
Telegrams have been received announcing 
that the applications for shares in tho 
Japan loan exceed fourfold the amount re- 
quired. The railway traffic and returns 
goon steadily increasing. It that 
Game Law has been framed by the Go- 
vernment and transmitted to the Foreign 
Ministers. Besides the Kicto Exhibition 
of this year—which it is suid will be fol- 
lowed by the permanent opening of that 
city and the permission to foreigners to 
rent or purchase property with little res- 
triction—it is stated that the Government 
has afurther scheme afoot for holding a 
Universal Exhibition four years from 
now, probably in Yedo; and that Com- 
missioners have been appointed in con- 
neetion with the forthcoming Exhibition 
at Vienna, to study the arrangements 
necessary for carrying out the scheme, of 
which the Government intends to make a 
really great affair. The Ormoy, from Yoko- 
hama for Amoy with rice, has been wrecked 
during a typhoon, near the entrance to 
Yedo Bay. The vessel was completely 
destroyed, but the crew, 18 men, succeeded 
in reaching the shore in safety.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 


Jan. 15th.—1, Keaou Sung-néen, presid- 
ing over the Yellow River to the coast of 
Ho-nan ; I, Win-ping, acting Viceroy, su- 
perintending the transit of grain, and 
presiding over the Revenue of the province 
of Shantung; and I, Ting Paou-chén, 
holding the office of junior Guardian to the 
Heir apparent, and Seun-foo of Shantung, 
kneel and_petition with regard to making 
provision for the transit of grain during the 
coming year. We have met together and 
examined into the dredging of the River 
and the repairing of its banks, and we 
have calculated the expense of repairing 
those parts which chiefly require attention 
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for the convenience of travellers. We im- 
plore your Majesty to condescend to glance 
‘at our report. 

We are humbly of opinion that before 
we can arrange the transit of the grain, 
we must first put the river in order. For- 
merly, when the course of the Yellow 
River’ and the Grand Canal separated, the 
Grand Canal, at the south of the Province, 
according to an ancient regulation, was 
partially dredged once a year, and tho- 
roughly dredged once in every three years, 
so that every junk coming from the South 
could sail along without obstruction. From 
the time when the waters of the Yellow 
River mixed with those of the Grand 
Canal, the latter have suffered serious de- 
triment, becoming gradually more and 
more shallow and obstructed. ‘The grain 
from the places to the north of the Yang- 
tsze has been transmitted by the Yellow 
River for several years, and we are of 
opinion that, should this shallowness of 
water again occur, as heretofore, where- 
er the defect, may be, the only tneans of 
regulating the Grand’ Canal will be the 
cleansing out of the Yellow River. As 
the entire labour and expense must neces- 
sarily be great, and the work cannot be 
accomplished in a short space of time ; 
from all the places which require repair 
along the Grand Canal, those which most 
require attention ought to be selected and 
repaired first, in order that the grain junks 
may be able to pass along without ob- 
struction.

‘The Censor Woo Hung-gan petitions i 
reference to the numerous thefts daily 
committed in the city of Peking. He 
prays that orders may be issued to put a 
stop to such practices, and to pure: and 

est the thieves. Peking is the y. 
city through which the wheels of 
perial chariot roll, how then can it be 














































turned into a place for blustering thieves 
to carry on their disorderly practices ? 
Since, according to the petition of this 
Censor, frequent robberie; are committed 
both within and without the city, and 
but few of the thieves have been arrested ; 
this virtually nullifies the established law, 
that the Police are to be reprimanded if 
they cannot arrest robbers within the time 
allotted for doing so. 

The soldiers at the various military sta- 
tions do not patrol their allotted bounds 
in pursuit of thieves, so that frequent 
robberies take place. “This is certainly a 
neglect of duty on their part, We order 
the City Censors to issue strict orders to 
the officials in their Yaméns, diligently to 
examine into this matter, and to arrest all 
thi lf any concealed thefts are 
allowed to go unpunished, the careless 
officials in such cases must be immediately 
deprived of office, and information of the 
matter must be forwarded to us. And, in 
cases where, as heretofore, the thieves are 
not arrested within the limit of time 
allowed for their capture, then the delin- 
quents must be reprimanded, and the 
slightest degree of leniency must not be 
exercised towards them, in order that all 
vestiges of robbers may be purged away, 
and the city properly protected. 

(2) His “Majesty issues the following 
decree, An officer in control of the 
Inperial Household petitions with regard 
to a theft which has been discovered on an 
examination of the armoury in the Twan- 
mén-low, and His Majesty is requested to 
‘order an investigation, All the arms used 
by the soldiery are stored up in the Twan- 
mén-low ; and heretofore, the Hoo-keun- 
ying garrison have had orders to mount 
guard there. In the tenth month of tie 
present year, the officer of the guard di 
covered, on’ examination, that swords in 
this armoury were deficient to the number 
of ninety-thiree, and the arrow cases to the 
number of eight. On the 15th of the 
present month, the officers on guard, on 
first going into the armoury to examine 
the number of arrows, perceived that on 
the eastern side of the building a window 
had been forced open ; but this was not 
regarded as being at all suspicious, and 
was only looked upon as the result of 
carelessness ; which was cértainly a most 
disgusting idea of theirs. Further, the 
guard themselves have been guilty of the 
theft. Orders must be issued to the officer 
of the guard to investigate this matter. 
‘The breaking open of the window was 
entirely owing to the negligence of the 
soldiers on guard ; let them therefore be 
handed over to the Board of punishn 
to be strictly examined ; and let the officer 
of the guard who has been so remiss in the 
performance of his duty, be also handed 
over to the Board for punishment, in order 
that it may be known henceforth with 
what rigour and closeness all places under 
guard must be scrutinized. His Majesty 
commands the officer of the guard to deli- 
berate as to the best means of establishing 
greater security in future, and to petition 
‘on the subject. The statements contained 
in the present despatch, with regard to 
the armoury having been entered by 
thieves during the eighth month of the 
first year of the present reign; these 
thievés being still at large ; and, the guard 
not having yet been rigorously’ punished, 
cach of whom imitated the carelessness and 
neglect of his companions, His Majesty 
commands that the Board of punishments 
petition as to the trne state of the case. 

January 26 and 27.—According to an 
Edict issued, Tso Tsung-tang petitions in 
reference to the loss of certain boxes of 
small sycee during the passage of the Yel- 
low River.

Mr. Youxe, before this resolution was 
put to the meeting, would like to ask a 
question or,two. It appeared the paid up 
capital of the Company amounted to 'T! 
203,000, and the property stood in at Tls. 
258,670.41, which showed that the Compa- 
ny ‘must be indebted ‘ls. 55,000 to the 
Bank or some of its creditors ; and it}was a 
question with him whether it was right to 
pay a dividend while they owed so much, 

‘The Cuarnmay said the difference Mr. 
Young pointed out was a great deal less 
than was represented by the unallotted 
shares. 

Mr. Youxa recognised the fact that the 
Directors had a number of shares in their 
hands for allotment ; but still, to people 
outside, it looked as'if a dividend were 
being declared out of borrowed money. 
This Tis. 55,000 was owing somewhere, and 
the question was whether it was quite wis 
to pay a dividend while that was their 
position. 

‘The Cxareatax said it appeared on the 
face of the accounts that there was a sum of 
money owing to the Bank, but they might 
reduce that by issuing more shares, which 
the Directors had it in contemplation to do 
when a suitable opportunity offered. As 
far as the interests of the shareholders were 
concerned, however, it was very much the 
same, whether they issued these shares or 
continued to use the money they had from 
the Bank. 

Mr. Youxe said so Jong as the Company 
was prospering that was very well, but 
something might happen to check i 
perity ; they might have competi 
sustain-Josses in some other way. 

‘Tho Cuarmatan considered they had a 
very good property to fall back on. 

Mr. Mackesrosa did not think Mr. 
Young had stated the n it 
ly. It appeared to him, from the balance 
sheet, that there was only Tis. 22,000 owing 
to the Bank, and that the amount of Tis. 
3,689 due to sundry creditors was met on 























the other side of the account. 





‘Mr. Mactzan said Mr, Young must re- 
collect that the two sums amounting to 
‘Tis. 31,495 were credited in the assets of 
Tis, 266,960. 

After a few further remarks,

If 
the Deed of Settlement were reprinted, it 
would be well to provide that no 
the real estate of the Company be di 
of by the Directors, without the consent of 
the ‘shareholders, given at a general meet 
ing. 

Mr. Banwes said the land sold consisted 
of aback lot of no use to the Company, 
and for which they had been paid at the 
same rate as their frontage land had cost 
them.

‘THE SHANGHAI CLUB. 


‘The annual meeting of members of the 
Shanghai Club was held on the 28th Feb.

‘The notice convening the meeting was 
read ; and the minutes of the last meeting 
wero confirmed. 

‘The Cuarraan then rose to say a few 
words regarding the position of the Club, 
In laying their report before the members 
last year, the Committee had been able to 
say the Club was in a very satisfactory 
state, and had expressed strong hope that 
the result of the ensuing twelve months 
would be equally satisfactory. ‘The ac- 
counts which had now been placed in 
the hands of members proved that their 
confidence’ was not misplaced, when they 
expressed that hope. For the first time, 
the Club was free of debt, and could boast 
that the furniture and ‘fittings belonged 
entirely to the members ; nothing was 
ing on account of them, or of the wines 
or other contents of the Glub. ‘The Com- 
mittee had endeavoured to place the state 
of affairs concisely before them in their 
Report, and few additional words were 
needed’ to explain their position. The 
accounts showed that a profit had been 
realised of $12,326. Of this sum the Com- 
mittee had spent a considerable amount. 
They had observed how the Club was 
working, and had also noticed very 
many wants. Furniture, Carpets, Glass- 
‘ware, and other necessaries were very much 
nooded, as the old stock had been in use 
many years, and, through breakage and 
time, lind become very deficient. A large 
amount of new material had atrived and 

















was in use, but more was wanted, and 
would shortly be here. During next year 
a great many additions would have to be 
made ; new curtains were wanted for the 
windows in the reading-room, and the bed- 
rvoms required new carpeting and other 
furniture to make them comfortable for 
the members who permanently resided 
here, and for the visitors who now made 
large use of the Club. The Committee 
had been looking over the Rules with a 
view to the better prospects of the Club, 
and also to make them acceptable to other 
Clubs which might wish to afiliate with us. 
Proposals had heen made to this effect, by 
some Clubs ; that is, that their members 
have the use of our Club, and we of theirs. 
Bofore accepting them, the Committee had 
looked over the Rules in order to make 
them as acceptable as possible. The first 
point that had occurred to them was in re- 
gard to Ballot. They had a Ballotting 
Committee which worked very well, and no 
member would wish to change the practice 
in this respect, into a general ballot. The 
alteration the Committee wished to make, 
was that any candidate, before being bal- 
lotted for, should remain on the books for 
three months, during which time the mem- 
bers could make his acquaintance and see 
whether they wished him as a member. 
At present the rule only provided for six 
days interval between the proposal and 
ballot. The alteration would bring their 
practice in this respect into harmony with 
the Hongkong Club, and the Indian and 
Home Clubs. The second alteration the 
Committee proposed was, to change the 
entrance fee from $10 t9 $80. He (the 
Chairman) need not remind members that 
‘Tis. 30 had been the original entrance fee. 
This had been changed to $10 on the reor- 
ganisation of the Club, when it had not a 
wine glass of its own, and was not in any 
respect comfortable for members. But 
now that it had acquired furniture and fit- 
tings, it was right that members joining 
should pay something for their right in 
property which old members had indirectly 
purchased. For this reason the Committee 
proposed the increase. Another alteration 
the Committee proposed was in Rule XIII. 
This now allowed members to go away for 
any length of time and to resume member- 
ship without payment. So that if a man 
went away without the least chanco of 
returning, it was not worth his while to 
take his name off the books. ‘The Com- 
mittee proposed to add a clause, to the 
fect that members leaving Shanghai might 
have their names placed on the absent list, 
but before rejoining must pay a fee of $5 
for each year they had been absent. 

‘These, after carefully’ looking over the 
Rules, were the only alterations the Com- 
mittee deemed necessary. He need not 
point out the numerous alterations. and 
improvements that had been made in the 
Club during the past twelve months, as 
the members had had daily opportunity of 
inspecting them. But he might mention 
that, among the new fittings expected 
from home, was a Lavatory which the 
Committee desired to place in the room 
on the West side of the Club, transfer- 
ring the present one to the South ve- 
randah, ‘The next point that claimed 
notice was the proposal to form a Club 
Library. When the old Shanghai Library 
was in the Club, it was very convenient 
for members ; but many found it anything 
but convenient to go to the other end of 
the Settlement, to the building whither it 
had now been’ removed. ‘The Committee 
hiad gone into the matter, and proposed to 
utilise the room formerly occupied by the 
Shanghai Library, and to make it a library 
and second reading room ; fitting it up so 
that it would be comfortable for writing 
in, or for chess or any quiet game. 
catry out this object they purposed to 
devoto an immediate sum from funds 
in hand, to procuring from home the 
necessary standard works. For its per- 
manent maintenance they relied on the 
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additional income from itcreased entrance 
fees, which would be more than sufficient 
to meet expenses. Last year, 106 new 
members had joined; if three-fourths of this 
number joined during the present year, it 
would give an extra income of §1,500, 
which would amply suffice for tho extra 
outlay. The magazines which the Club 
already got, would of course be available, 
and the expense of keeping up the library 
would be small, as arrangements might be 
made with the present staff. In this 
way, good useful brary’ could be 
established, and he thought one was 
badly wanted. Ono existed in Hongkong, 
and in other Clubs in the East, ‘Turning 
now, in conclusion, to the accounts, he 
need only say that they had been carefully 
audited, and the Committee were satisfied 
they were in every particular correct. ‘The 
only item regarding which they might wish 
explanation, was the Suspense account, 
‘This was a transfer from the Lotteries ac- 
count [under circumstances which the 
speaker explained]. As regarded the future 
working of the Club, the Committes did 
not, at present, recommend a reduction 
in charges. ‘The Bar charges were already 
as low as those of any other Club in the 
East, and did not fall heavily on any indi- 
vidual member ; whereas funds were still 
juired to placo the Club in good order, 
and provide for a rainy day. Some ‘mem 
bers might consider the charges for board- 
ing disproportionately low, but, as the 
Committee could seo their way to reduc- 
ing the charges for liquors very nearly to 
cost price at the end of the year, to raise 
the price of boarding in order to reduce 
liquors now, would only be to make two 
changes instead of one. This was, of 
course, a matter for the members to do- 
cide ; bat the Committee, who had given 
the matter a good deal of attention, could 
robably judge better. He (the speaker) 
Bia not, know that anything else in tho 
Report or accounts called for comment, 
but if any member wished to ask a quet 
tion, he should be happy to answer it.—. 
there seemed to be no comment on the 
‘Accounts, he begged to propose— 
‘That the Report and Accounts of the Club, 
for the year 1872, as circulated amongst the 














members, be passed.

‘The Accounts show a profit of $12,325.10 

{inclusive of stocks of Wines, Cigars, and 





Billiard Materials, $4,249.41) which is a con- 
siderable increase on that of the previous 
year, and enabled the Committeo to order 
from Home, Glass and Crockery Ware, Car- 
pets, ete., for which there existed an immedi- 
ate and pressing necessity ; further supplies 
havo been ordered to meet absolute wants. 

‘Tho members will learn with satisfaction 
that the balance due on the Club Furniture 
has been paid off, and that there no longer 
exist outstanding liabilities of any kind, 

The Committee have. carefully considered 
the question of reducing the cost of Wines, 
&c. at the Bar, but in view of the fact that a 
large expenditure must still be made to bring 
the Club into a really efficient position, they 
cannot at present recommend any chango in 
the existing tariff rates, which indeed are now 
lower than thoso of other Eastern Clubs, 

Amongst the most pressing requirements of 
the Club which must be provided for out of 
the profits of the ensuing year, are New Cur- 
tains for the various, rooms and Oil-cloth for 
the passages, Carpets and other necessaries 
for the Bed Rooms, &e. A new Lavatory is 
on the way, and a Force Pump has beon or- 
dered, to fill the cistern at the top of the 
Buildin, 

“The Shanghai Library having removed to 
their new premises, which are found to be 
rather inconveniently situated, the Committes 
propose to establish a freo Library for the uso 
‘of Members, using the vacated room for that 
wrpose. ‘The outlines of the proposed scheme 
will be laid before the Meeting, |The Com- 
mittee’s experience of the A Torking of the 
Club during the past year has suggested to 
them certah alte/ations in the Rules, which 
will be submitted to the Meeting for consi- 
deration,

‘Mr, Fenavsson ‘seconded, and the reso- 
lution was passed unanimously. 

‘The Cuatmaran said the next business 
was, the alterations in the Rules. To rule

tate an addition, to bring it in ac- 
cordance with rule 7. ’In rule 5 the con-

‘The namo and address of each candidate 
yh asa member, a8 well as tho 
roposer and seconder, shall be 
Reading Room of tho ‘Club for 
atleast 9 months prior to the day of Ballot, 
and shall also be entered in a Book kept for 
that purpose.

He moved that it bo passed in this form, 

Mr. Tuonns begged to second. 

‘Mr. Roptysox thought the alteration 

roposed was avery unwise one, It al- 
Bowed soyone to cone into the Glub in de- 
fiance of the wishes of the members, for a 
Period of three anonths, and_appeated to 

im to be totally opposed to all the inten- 
tion of Clubs. — The object of ballotting 
was to secure the association of people 
whom one liked ; but by this rule, whether 
they liked a person or not, they had no 
means of preventing him becoming de jure 
‘ member of the Club, 
‘Tho Cuaman said rule 4 had already 
provided that anyono temporarily visiting 

shanghai might become a member on being 
duly proposed and seconded; and, by paying 
subscription, use the Club for three months 
before being ballotted for, so that the pro- 
posed alteration did not introduce any- 
thing new in that respect. 

‘The amended rule was then passed with 
one dissentient. 

The Cuatrataw said the next alteration 
was with regard to entrance fees. He had 
to propose— 

That the entrance fee be altered from $10 
to $30. 

‘Mr. Axanasren thonght it was scarcely 
advisable to raise the entrance fee to the 
amount stated. $30 did not appear a large 
sum, but he feared it would deter some 
people from joining the Club. They 
seemed, moreover, to be making large pro- 
fits every year, and scarcely to need it. 

‘Mr: McOxetran thought that if the en- 
trance feo were raised to $30, the yearly 
subscription should be reduced propor- 
tionately. 

‘The CHarnaaw said, as to that, he feared 
the increased entrance fees would scarcely 





























admit of a large reduction in the subsorip- 
tions. But he hoped that, by the end of 
this year, if the Club continued as pros 
pervus a3 it had been, it would be in the 
power of the Committee to make a redue- 
tion in the subscription and charges, In 
the meantime he did not think the fee 
unreasonable; no Club worthy the name 
conld have a smaller entrance fee than $30. 
This was the entrance fee of the Hongkong 
Club, and in Shanghai it had originally 
been Tis, 30. 

Mr. Gozrz seconded the proposition, 
which was carried against one or two dis- 
sentients. 

The Cuarnuaw said the next alteration 
was with regard to absent members, and 
they proposed to add the following clause 
to rule 13— 

‘The names of members so wishing it shall 
eed upon the absent list, but-before re- 

resident membership, ‘a subscription 
of $5 for every complete year of absence will 
be payable. 

‘Mr. Axapasrer suggested that members 
should pay the $6 yearly during their ab- 
sence, if they wished to show their desire to 
continue on the books of the Club. At 
Home they had to do so, and the mere 
fact of not paying was taken as a sign, that 
the subscriber did not wish to continue, 
He would propose that the rule should 
read— 

Members leaving Shanghai may remain on 
the books by giving notice to the Secretary 
and paying $5 annually. 

Mr. Low seconded the Chairman’s pr 
position. ‘The case in Shanghai was differ- 
ent from what it was at Home, When 
man left Shanghai, he usnally had no 
intention of returning, but if he were com- 
pelled to come back he would get the be- 
nefit of the rule. 

‘Mr, Azaaster’ was of opinion that if a 
man left the place and did not intend to 
come back, he ought, if he returned, to pay 
‘the entrance fee over again, 2 

‘Mr. Gam did not think it was #0 at 
Home. 

‘The Onaraway remarked the members 
of the Shanghai community moved about 
so frequently, and were so often uncertain 
whether they would be located in Hong- 
Kong, Foochow, or Hankow, that it would 
be rather hard upon them to make them paj 
full entranco fee each time they rejoined. 
‘The Hongkong Club allowed its members 
to remain on the absentee list free, but the 
Committee thought it unnecessary’ to make 
it altogether so here, and therefore pro 
posed to make a small charge for the privi- 
Tt would be rather hard on men in 
8 kept continually moving about, to 
to have to pay regular subscriptions as ab- 
sentees to every Club they became members 
of at one time or another. There would 
besides be a good deal of difficulty in collec- 
ting the annual subscriptions of absentee 
members while they were absent, 

‘Mr. Atapasrer snid of course if they 
did not pay their subscriptions regularly 
they could be taken off the books. 

‘The resolution was then carried by a 
large majority. 

‘The Ouarmuaw said there was one other 
addition to a rule—No. 36, which provided 
for the payment of accounts and also re- 
garding defaulters. The addition referred 
to unpaid accounts. At present a man 
might be a defaulter but still remain a 
member, though deprived of the privileges 
of one, and if he paid up his arrears he 
became a member again, in the full sense 
of the term. The Committee wished to 
alter that, and to make the rule bear that 
the defautter shall conse to be a member if 
the amount due remain unpaid for a pe- 
riod of three months. 

‘Mr. Wareetzr seconded. 

‘Mr, Lavens thought great care should 
be taken by the Committee and the Secre- 
tary to see whether members who are 
posted for their accounts be present or ab- 
sent from Shanghai. 



































‘The Cuarmsran said the member’s name 
was first placed on the list of unpaid ac- 
counts for seven days, aud was only posted 
after that remaining’ up for a period of 
three months, 

‘Mr. Lavers said that was very well so 
far, but it might be that the member was 
away at an outport and had neglected to 
instruct an agent to pay for him, and in 
such a case it would be very hard that he 
should have his name put on the black- 
board. 

‘The Cuarmaran said the rule certainly 
did not at present provide for such a con- 
tingeney, but people generally had some 
friends in Shanghai who looked after their 
interests in that way, 

‘Mr. Lavers merely wished to suggest 
the possibility of such a ense to the Com- 





‘Mr. Axapaster asked if, in regard to 
withdrawing from the books the name of 
a member posted for three months, after 
that term had expired, there should not 
be some discretionary power left with the 
Committee. 

The Cxaratan said the Committee had 
power to re-instate. 

‘The resolution was then carried, 

The Cuamaax said the next’ business 
was the election of a Committee, 

‘Mr. Taorpur begged to propose a most 
cordial vote of thanks to the retiring 
Committee, and in particular to the Chair- 
man, Mx. Miller, to whom the prosperity 
they’ were now congratulating themselves 
‘upon was mainly due, (Applanse.) 

The Cuarnwax, on behalf of the retiring 
Committee and of himself, beyged to than 
the meeting and Mr. Thorburn, for this 
expression of thanks, He assured them, 
however, that they were in error in sup” 
posing that he had done anything moro 
than other members of the Committee 
thoy had all worked together and done 
thei it for the good of the Club, and it 
gratified them very much to find that 
they had done so to the satisfaction of the 
members. 

Mr, Kinxrn begged to propose that the 
oa Committee be re-elected by a show of 
hands. 

Several members said this would be irre- 
pie and contrary to the Rules, The 

lot having been taken, it was announced, 
wever, from the Chair, that the old 
mittee had been re-elected, viz :—M 
J. I. Miller, J. Blain, G. W. Coutts, R. 
Fergusson, H. de ©. Forbes, B. Goetz, W. 
Hyslop, E.G. Low, J. A. Maitiand, J, M. 
Ringer, John Thorne and G. A. Wheok 

The Cxaraaan said the next busit 
was that relating to the Free Club Library. 
He did not think he could say anything 
more than he already had, on this subject. 
They were he believed’ all pretty well 
agreed that it would be a very great addi- 
tion to the resources of the Club, and after 
a time a boon to Shanghai, It was sug- 
gested to vest the management in a Com 
mittee of five, three to be chosen by the 
members at their annual meeting, and two 
to be detailed by the General Committee 
to co-operate with them as a sub-com- 
mittee. The resolutions he would put to 
them one by one were, collectively, aa 
follows :-— 


‘That a Club Library for the use of membera 
be formed with as little delay as possible, in 
the room formerly occupied by the Shanghai 
Library. 

‘The Club Library to be under the manage- 
meut of a Committee of five members, three 
of whom shall be chosen at the Annual Meet- 
ing and two appointed by the General Com- 
muittee from among their number.

REPORT. 

Reviewing the prooeedings of the past 
year as connected with the Chamber, much 
correspondence has taken place with the 
Board of Consuls on points affecting the 
interests of trade, and especially connected 
with the Customs Regulations; and though 
in some few instances suggestions made 
have been adopted, it is a matter of reyret 
that the representations of the Chamber 
have not met with that consideration on 
the part of the Customs” Authorities which 
might have been hoped for. Copies of the 
important part of this correspondence will 
be found attached to this Report, the points 
specially referred to being : 

Notifications closing the Customs at 12 
xt. on Saturday. 

Refusal of the Customs to receive Nishis 
and Ishis in payment of duties. 

Liability of Customs for damage done 
to goods at Hatoba. 

Rulesand Regulations for Customs’ sheds 

During the past year enormons quanti 
ties of Rice have been exported from 
on account of the native yovernme:

with Mr. Adams, Her Britannic Majesty’s 
Chargé Affaires, urging that this trade 
should be thrown ‘open, resulting only in 
small quantities being ‘offered for sale by 
closed tenders.

‘The thanks of the Chamber are due to 
Mr. Uyceno, the Inte Superintendent of 
Customs, for his kindness in arranging for 
copies of Customs’ returns of imports 
and exports to be made to the Cham- 
ber, Attached to this report will be 
found the usual trade statistics of the 
Chamber, and itis much to be regretted 
that information derived from other sources 
tend to make it apparent. that th 
tics are by no means so correct

A notification from the Governor of 
Yokohama, interfering with business at- 
rangements as now conducted between 
natives and foreign merchants, calls for 
consideration from the Chamber, and is 
specially brought under y vur notice. 

A point which alsc calls for the consi 
deration of the Chamber, is the disadvan- 
tage under which Yokohama labours from 
the exposed nature of the port and the 
want of all facilities for the quick discharg- 
ing and loading of ships, and it is evident 
that so long as the present condition of 
things exist, Yokohama cannot expect 

ect steamers unless at very much higher 
rate of freight than rules in China, It 
having been rumoured that the Japanese 
Government, recognizing the necessity of 
inproving the port, intends making a land- 
ing pier, ewrried ont into the bay suffcient- 
ly far to allow sea-going ships and steamers 
to discharge and load alongside, “it was 
thought advisable to ascertain the truth of 
this report, and an application was made 
to Her Britannic Majesty’s Consul for in- 
formation, to whove kindness the Chamber 
is indebted for the correspondence on this

‘Tap “ SHAFTESBURY” CASE. 


To the Editor of the 
Norri-Curwa Heraxp. 

Sim,—“Mr. Medhurst said the Taotai 
could not see grounds for the $100 pen- 
“alty "—such is your report of the action 
brought by the agents of the Shaftesbury 
against the Chinese charterer who threw 
up his contract immediately he found the 
profit on it was not what he anticipated. 

Lwish to draw your readers’ attention 
to this case, as it appears to me that the 
decision given affects very seriously the 

sition of shipowners here in their deal- 
ings with the Chinese, and that it places 
foreign morchants at a decided disadvan- 
tage vis-d-vis their native rivals. ‘The pre- 
sent case stands thus. 

‘A Foochow merchant, finding that by 
chartering an outside steamer he can get 
his cargo carried at a lower rate than that 
charged by the steamers already on the 
line, enters into a contract with a British 
firm to hire him a steamer. Upon this be- 
coming known, the agents of the regular 
steamers lower their rate of freight below 
that at which our Chinese friend’s charter 
was effected. Hereupon he throws up. his 
eharter, ships his freight by the regular 
line at’ a reduced rate, aud thus concludes 
a, to him, very satisfactory operation, and 
according to the Court before which he is 
sued for his breach of contract, gives “no 
grounds for a penalty.” 

In criticizing these Mixed Court eases, 
it must always be borne in mind that a 
Chinaman incurs no loss of standing, as far 
as his own countrymen are concerned, for 
‘@ breach of faith to a foreigner such as, 
made towards a native, would damn him 
for ever, | Ho does ‘not, consequently 
lio under the restraint which would deter 
fa foreign merchant, were he inclined to 
act as Mr. Che-chee did towards Morris, 
Lewis & Co., and if he can put the opera 
tion through neatly, he has all to gain 
and nothing to lose. 

‘Phe fact of an Englishman being amen- 
able to the Supreme Cour! in any. claims 
Chinese may make upon him, while he 
himself, when defrauded by the China- 
man, has to put up with Mixed Court 
justice, opens up another subject which I 
shall not now discuss,

To the Editor of the 
‘Nonru-Curva Henatp. 

Srm,—Referring to a paragraph which 
has ‘appeared in your daily issue 
under this head, allow one who knows 
something of Newchwang to insert a pro- 
test against this nonsensical harping upon 
what Major Crossman has said or what he 
has done, Ifa port can hold out advan- 
{ages to trade or commerce, it will flourish 
indopendent of all iets or hindrances, 
Onthe other hand, no amount of trumpet 
blowing will make an emporium, or ensure 
the sound advantages that accrue to a 
prosperous trade. 

Your correspondent tritely remarks that 
Major Crossman must have indulged in an 
“after-dinner nap” when he wrote about 
Newchwang in 1868, but I must confess 
that your correspondent’s attempts to up- 





hold Newchwang at the present time, bear 
a strong likeness to the pliant imagination 
of aday dzeamer, or perhaps that of one 
who has just recovered consciousness 
after a winter dormancy of five long 
months. At all events, since he appears to 
be awake, I would like his answers to the 
following :— 

What value is Chinese coast trade to the 
English taxpayer—I faney he is not one 
of these in any sense of the word—who 
has to pay for the English Government in 
this country ? 

Ie English vessels convey one-third only 
of this coast trade, who are the paid 
Consuls that represent the other Govern- 
ments whose vessels are employed with 
the other two-thirds ? 

Has Newchwang improved since 1868, 
when Major Crossman made his report, 
and how many English Merchants have 
established themselves since that date? 

Of Merchants of all nationalities, how 
many are there, and of these how many 
would now leave if they could only get 
back a fair proportion of the money they 
have invested in mud walls, &e. ? 

Finally, will your correspondent be 
good enough to state what Major Cross- 
man has dono “at other ports where he 
had his own way ;” and also, if he has 
read the Blue Book which contains this 
obnoxious report of Major Crossman? If so, 
does not the perusal of it compel any un 
bisewed mind to declare that Blajor Gross: 
man’s evidence is not for reduction’s sake? 
On the contrary, he recommends an in- 
crease at Chefoo, and an addition of from 
£50 to £150 to salaries generally. ‘The in- 
corporation of Hongkong with the Consular 
Service in China was only a suggestion, 
left entirely for the consideration of the 
heads of the Home offices.

the last number, is concluded. A sketch of 
the history of Hongkong, which formed 
part of a lecture delivered last year by 
Mr. Legge, in the City Hall, has been 
fittingly preserved in the Review.

Stray translations of stray extracts from 
the Gazette may be found imbedded, here 
and there, in Magazino articles on China ;

MIXED COURT. 





Shanghai, 3rd March. 
Before the Taorat, and W. H. Mepuvrst, 
Esq., H. B. M. Consul ; the Mixed Court 
Magistrate, and C. Atanaster, Esq., H. B. 
MM. Assessor, being also on the Bench. 
In Appeat 
Mornis, Lewis & Co. v. CHE-cHEE. 
This case arose through defendant having, 
in Dec. last, entered on negotiations to charter 
the str. Shaftesbury, for which plantifis aro 
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Agents, at $4,000 2 month for two months, 
$2,000 advance. to be paid at commencement 
of each voyage. A memo containing these 
and other particulars was made at the time 
and signed by defendant, to be embodied in 
‘a regular charter-party. "Meanwhile the rate 
of freight for Foochow having been lowered, 
defendant told plaintiffs, on the following 
day, that he did not intend to util his engage- 
ment. Plaintiffs, however, kept the steamer 
at defendant's disposal for three days, till the 
date on which the charter was to have com- 
menced, and sued him for $790, loss sustained 
by his breach of contract. The lower Court 
decided that the contract was valid, and that 
defendant had to pay $130 as one day's demur- 

half commission to plaintiffs for the 
, and $100 penalty, in all $430. 
Again this decision defendant appeaied, 
admitting his liability for one day's demu: 
rage, but objecting to the charge for commis- 
sion and the award of penalty. He as broker 
had signed the memo of agreement, but said 
he did not know the effect of the document. 
Plaintiffs had told him that they wanted the 
charterer’s name, and so he put his to it. As 
to the commission, none, he alleged, was 
thought about, and, at any rate, not so ‘much 
as that charged or allowed. 

Mr. Warsewatonr, who appeared for plain- 
tiffs, put in the Chamber of Commerce Rules, 
as to the commission, and said plaintiffs as 
agents sued for this item on behalf of th 
owner of the vessel, who was liable to pa 
them for it, and it was therefore by defendant's 
withdrawal from his engagement part of the

‘Mr. ALanasrer said the penalty was fixed 
on the ground that defendant had been goilty 
of a breach of contract without any sufficient 
reason, and that the award was in accordance 
with Chinese custom. The amount was agreed 
to by the Chinese Magistrate because the full 
sum claimed had been reduced, and the pen- 
alty should be considered to satisfy any other 
lamage that the charterers might have suf- 
ered.

‘Mr. Mepaursr said it was this award to 
which the Taotai objecte:!, and he (Mr. Med- 
hurst) did not think plaintiffs had shown that 
there was a contract on which such damage 
was due. 

Mr. Warsewnicut was prepared to show 
what actual damage they had suffered, and 
that the penalty awarded was a very small 
proportion of it, if the charter had been com- 
pleted. 

Mr. Mepsurst—No doubt if the charter 
had been completed, a penalty would have 
been provided for in it. The damages here 
were, imply the demurrage and com 
mission. The judgment of the Court was 
that these two items be sustained as given by 
the Court below, but that the penalty be dis- 
allowed. 

Mr. Warvewntour asked for costs, but the 
‘Taotai held that though it was the practice to 
allow these in English Courts, the Mixed 
Court did not recognise expenses for Counsel.

‘The facts of the case are detailed in the 
course of the proceedings. In the Court 
below, the Chineso Magistrate decided in fa- 
vour of defendant, on the ground principally 
of the claim made by Tate & Hawes in the 
Supreme Court, in which they represented the 
‘Tis, 2,000 as due to them from Weston, & Co. 
But on the ground that written documents 
most be upheld, and that before signing iti 
the duty of the person doing x0 to make bim- 
self acquainted with the contents of the paper 
submitted to him, and in the absence of any 
spicion of misrepresentation or deceit on the 
rt of the plaintiffs, the Foreign Assessor 
Rissented from this decision. 

Mr. Rontxsox said the action was one of an 
exceedingly simple character, and he trusted 
would not cause the Court much perplexity. 
It was an action ona promissory note, and 
though the case was in itself ‘simple, it in- 
volved an important principle—a principle 
which underlay a very cousiderable portion of 
the business of the ‘That principle was 
whether forms which foreigners adopted 
amongst themselves for the transaction of 
their business and their legal protection, were 
to be considered binding upon natives. ‘The 
facts were these. On the 16th Jan. 1872, de- 
fendant requested plaintiffs to procure for 
him, from the Chartered Mercantile Bank, 
‘an advance of Tis. 2,000—i.e., the plainti 
made application of defendant's belialf, (letter 
read) and in accordance with it, he on that 
day signed a promissory note to the Bank and 
a form of hypothecation furnished by the 
Bank, for 204 boxes of tea lying in plaintiffs 
jodowns. In addition the note was endorsed 
ny. plaintiffs, and defendant authorised them 
to hold the tea to the order of the Bank. On 
the 23rd February the tea, being still the pro- 
perty of the defendant,” though under ad- 
vance, was sold by hin to Messrs. Weston 
& Co., and to enable him to carry out this 
transaction defendant had to get it transferred 
from the custody of the plaintiffs, which was 
done on the 27th February. By the contract 
ho entored into with Messrs. Weston & Co., 
defendant was to receive payment on the 9th 
fof March. Weston & Co. did not pay, how. 
ever, and when the Bank applied for payment 
‘of the promissory note, defendant was unable 
to meet it, so the Bank came upon Messrs. 
Tate & Hawes. 

Mr. Mzpaursr having interpreted Mr. Ro- 
binaon’s remarks to the Taotai, 

Mr. Ropuxsox referred to the various papers

ee to Messrs. Weston & Co. ‘The tea, he 
remarked in answer to Mr, Medhurst, was an 
absolute pledge. 

‘Mr. Mzpuvxsr said he asked tho question 
because the Chinese idea was that the ten 
being pledged, it must be regarded as sufficient 
security for the payment of the promissory 
note, and failing such payment the lender 
‘would have his remedy in the security. 

‘Mr. Roztxsox dwelt upon the power left in 
defendant's hands to negotiate the sale of the 
tea, though it was perhaps unwise on the 
part of plaintiffs to let the security be 
removed before this note was retired. The 
transfer to Weston & Co,, however, signed by 
defendant, bore that thiey were to hold the 
tea to the order of the Bank. An immense 
proportion of the tea business was done in 
precisely the manner in which plaintiffs had 
procured accommodation for this mau, and it 
was a remarkable fact that defendant had not 
called a single teaman to support his view of 
his position. "Reviewing the transaetion step by 
step again, he argued that defendant was in 
the position of principal debtor, and that plain- 
tiffs were total strangers to it from beginnin 
to end, with the exception that they. took 
upon themselves to be answerable for defen- 
dant to the Bank. If the Court would bear 
this in mind, it must, he thought, see how 
entirely beside the question was the reason 
for the judgment given in the Court below, by 
the vate Magitate, who said that, because 
plaintiffs applied for payment ina third 

juarter, that put an end to the matter, 

mn the contrary, it did not in the least 
affect it ; a min could apply to a dozen 
People whom he might tInnk entitled. to 
pay him, till he found one who would ; 
aud the Magistrate must therefore have got 
confused on this point. Into this he would 
not go farther now, because it really had 
nothing more to do with the ease than any 
other transaction they chose to import into it, 
‘The Court should simply bear in mind that 
defendant received the money, and that he 
could only do so with the assistance of Messrs. 
‘Yate and Hawes, and that what they did in 
endorsing the note was a ‘as com- 
mou in Chinese as in English law, ‘The Tao- 
tai must be quite familiar with the principle 
in Chinese business, that if a surety pays the 
debt of a principal debtor, the principal must 
make the amount good to the surety, Tt was 
aatter of everyday occurrence in Chinese 
life, and it was precisely what defendant was 
called upon to do here, 

‘The Taorar said, granted that Messrs, Tate 
and Hawes secured’ the repayment of the 
promissory note; they liad also secured do- 
fendant against loss in the transaction with 
Messrs. Weston & Co, 

Mr. Ronrxsox imagined the difficulty which 
arose jn the Magistrate's mind was occasioned. 
by his misunderstanding the nature of the 
transfer of the Bank's bypothoeation interest, 
and connecting the case with the custom that 
when a pledge is given in China, the pledge 
was taken in satisfaction, a oustoin incompati- 
ble with the conduct of Dusiness at the port. 

Mr, Mediurat, referring to, the Chinese 
text of the Magistrate's judgment in the lowe 
Court, found that it proceeded on the assum 
tion that Messrs. Tate and Haves had m: 
a claim in the Supreme Court against tho 
estate of Messrs. Weston & Co. (in Bank- 
ruptey) and had obtained a verdict. Tt was 
explained that the claim was simply to rank 
on the estato in name of Messrs Tate and 
Hawes for tho debt, but that it was rejected. 

Mr. Romtxsow “hext went on to argue that 
whatever was done with the tea had nothing 
to do with this case, ‘Ihhe ten was hypotho= 
cated by defendant, and Messrs. ate & Hawes 
nierely stored it till it was sold by him, 
in proof ef which position he read a letter 





















































signed ly defendant. On the sale, which was 
made independently of Messrs.” ‘Tate and 
Hawes, it lecame necessary to get the Bank's 


authority to transfer the tea, and the Court had 
before it the defendant's instruction to Weston 
& Co. to hiold it to the order of the ank. 
Plaintiffs had nothing more to do with the tea, 
when defendant ordered them to deliver it to 
Weston & Co. ‘The only thing they had now 
to do wea to look to the defendant to see that 
tho note was retired, which, owing to Weston 
& Co.'s failure, the defendant did not do. 
Payment was put off from time to time in the 
hope of getting something ont of Weston & 
Co., and then ‘Tato & Hawes had to pay, and 
they of course called on defendant to rvfund 
them. ,As to the question by the native Magis- 
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trate regarding an 
to Weston & Co. 
immaterial, but if nce 
would give evidence distinctly contradictin 
the statement. When Tate and Hawes paic 

the prow.issory note, the Bank of course 
assigned in equity all rights they had 
under it. It was erroneously supposed that 
Tate and Hawes might prove against Weston 
and Co,’s estate, and there was no harm in 
their trying ; if they got anything defendant 
‘would hiave 80 much less to pay, and it was 
done through them because they knew better 
how to go ‘sboat it than a Chinaman would. [t 
‘was his opinion, speaking professionally, that 
they could not prove against the estate, but 
it, was quite immaterial so far as the validity 
of the present claim was concerned. If the 
Court wanted any elucidation of the nature 
of the transaction in the form of evidence, he 
would ask it to examine Mr, Hawes. On the 
whole circumstances, he thought there could 
be no doubt that plaintiffs were entitled to 
fa verdict; and if it were decided that 
‘they could not recover, the absurdity would 
It that Tate and Hawes had paid 
Tis. 2,000 for tea which defendant sold 
to Weston and Co., and of the value of 
which plaintiffs nover received Gd. If defen- 
dant’s opinion of this mode of doing business 
wero correct, it was obvious he would have 
drought half a dozen men to prove the un- 
derstanding amongst natives ;—and he knew, 
moreover, ‘that by the failure of Weston & Co. 
many Chinamen had lost their tea and had 
had ‘to pay up their losses. But whether 
he brought collateral evidence or not, it was 
contrary to all commercial precedents ; and he 
(Mr. Robinson) did not think the Court could 
ind much dificulty in upsetting the decision 
to which the Magistrate came. 

Defendant, in reply to the Court, said—I 
borrowed the money of Tate & Hawes, and 
signed a promissory note to them. It promised 
to pay the amount advanced to ‘Tate & Hawes 
after the sale of the tea.

with natives. Defendant next said that he did 
not conclude any contract with Weston & Co, 
for the sale of the tea till he went to Tato & 
Hawes and consulted them on all processes of 
the transaction, and that he signed what 
was told to sign. One material fact, on which 
ho had to rely, was that defendant positively 
stated that lie understood the tea would not 
be parted with to Weston & Co. without 

ayinent—that the transaction was for cash. 
No doubt defendant signed a document which 
‘was inconsistent with that, but he signed it 
as he did the others, believing it was necessa- 
ry to complete the contract of sale, and that 
‘Yate & Hawes were still his creditors, had his 
Property in their custody, were putting the 
usiness through for him, and would take care 
of his and their seéurity. His friend argued 
that ‘Tate & Hawes were not affected by the 
transaction, and in law they were not, but 
they had assisted at it. He did not impute 
ill faith to them, but they followed the loose 
custom of the place as to allowing natives to 
sign documents which misled them, and he 
thought the Court ought to luok very nar- 
rowly into the whole circumstances of a 
case of this kind, and be very reluctant to 
enforce against a map, the letter of documents, 
which he acknowledged he did not go through. 
From the time of the transfer to Weston & 
©o. the plaintiffs seemed to have taken every. 
ing into their own hands—they dissuaded 
the defendant from sueingPreston, and without

On Thursday 
forenoon I was leaving this Court, when 
stopped to talk to Mr. Compton, who said 
something to cause me to turn round to look 
ata man of whom he spoke. recognized the 
risoner, who was about 6 or 7 feet from me, 
fe was standing still when I turned round, 
and looked to me as if he meant to have a 
quarrel with me, He asked me if was ready 
for him with that sling-shot. Isaid I was ready, 
and went at him and strack him two or threo 
times, with the sling-shot as he called it, but 
which was only the lead-head of the same 
stick. It is about four inches in length, and 
Thold it in my fist with the lead-head to the 
outside of my hand and so struck him with it, 
It was about the head I struck him this time, 
and I gave him I should say three blows. Ho 
Gid not seem inclined to return them and I 
thought to let him go, When he got a little 
away from me, 1 saw hin take his hand 
from his pocket’ with a knife in it, ‘That is 
the knife (produced.) He had bis liand in his 
ket when he asked me if I was ready for 

im, I don’t know whether he had his hand 
in his pocket when Iwas striking him. Isaw 
it was a dangerous-looking knife ; it was open 
in his hand, I van in andseized him, and desired 
him to give up the knife. He did not giveit w 
and I told him he would have to goto tho 
station. He hesitated at this, and to give a lit- 
tle more force to my persuasion 1 struck him 
with the same weapon as before. He walked 
about 100 yards with me in the direction of 
the Police Station, and I struck him again, 
He had. stopped ‘from time to time, and I 
struck bim perhaps three or four times with 
my “persuader.” gave him up to the Polico 
in the Station, where [also took the knife, 
closed, from his trowser’s pocket. 

‘To Prisoxzn—I saw you on the bridge yes- 
terday afternoon and you were drunk. I told 

‘ou 80, and said that you had better not bo 
irunk to-morrow. 

‘To Hts Wonsmp.—I had no occasion to 
speak to him, 

‘To Prisoxen—I did not take out a piece of 
frou from my pocket and threaten to kill you, 
Thad no such thing of that kin 

‘To His Woxstrr.—I am authorised to ca 
ahandy and useful weapon with me, but 
don't always carry one. If Thad had my 
revolver I should have felt justified in scat- 
tering his brains about the road, if he came 
at me with the open bowie knife. Tdon’é 
usually carry a pistol with me, butI shall 
hereafter carry it steadily. I saw uo knife in 
his band until after Iliad struck him, and 
after he had moved away. I liad considered. 
his attitude a threatening one, although he 
had his right haud in his pocket—his words 
and look were such. He made no attack on 
me nor did he threaten any, after I struck 
him on the head—he scemed upset. I didn’t 
Kmow the man by name, s0 could not have 
Inid a complaint at the Station against him. 
T thought it best to take him to the Station 
myself, On the way, struck him several 
‘times, to urge hi on—he hanging back a little, 
He never from first to last laid a finger on me, 
He was bleeding, on the left part of his head 
T think it was. 

Inspector Sreirtixo said he saw the man 
about an hour anda half after he came in. 
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He had 2 bruises, one of which was bleeding, 
‘onthe back of his head, and a large bruise on 
the shoulder. This would seem to have been 
done on the Sunday. 

R. Comrrox, sworn, stated.—I am a Cab 
proprietor. I was talking with the first witness 
when I saw the accused coming round to- 
wards him, Something in his manner made 
me say, “look at this man.” T thought he 
‘was coming with no good intentions to us. 
saw him change his hand from his trowser to 
his coat pocket, and he came on in that manner. 
Te was then T ealled out to the first witness to 
Jook. ‘The man stopped, as Phoenix turned 
ound and snid “Are you realy with a sling 

ot as you were on Suiday ?” “Phcenix said, 
“Yes,” and ran at him and struck him once 

twice, Phoenix said What are you comin; 
erfering With me again for?’ and. struck 
him again ‘The man then ran away, and 
Phenix ran after him for about 40 yards. 
‘Thoy stopped there, and then went on again. 
T saw no more, and Tdid not see a knife at all. 

His Worsuir asked Mr. Stripling if the 
‘Mimicipal Police officers usually carried wea- 

ions like the lend-headed stick he had before 

im, 

Mr. Srerumo said they usually carried 

their’ truncheons, staves merely, and they 
‘were not supposed to use these unless there 
wero strong necessity, such as a number of 
sailors attacking a constable. The men in 
Hongkew were sometimes given a cutlass, at 
night. 
‘Elis Wonsmrr naked what Mr. Stripling 
would think if any of his men conducted him- 
self in the way the United States marshal 
had done in this case, and whether they had 
‘any reason to carry such a weapon, or to use 
it as he had done. 

Mr. Srrtpiixo preferred not to express any 
opinion, but if the marshal were going to make 
an arrest among a rough crowd of men on 
the river, and were unarmed, he wight, if they 
knew it, be subjected to ill usage by them. 

His Wonsurr said in the present ease how- 
ever there seemed to be, looking at. the cir- 
cumstances on Sunday night for instance, 
simply a deliberate series of assaults. What 
he wanted to ascertain was, how far it was 
desirable or necessary that constables should 
earry such weapons as that used by the U. 8. 
marshal, 

‘Mr. Srnrpuive said they did not allow their 
men to carry them at all. 

His Wonsur next asked Sergeant Coulter 

if the men under his chargo at H. M. Jail were 
armed with such a thing when they went to 
seize a man, 
Sergeant Coutrer said they were not, and in 
bis elght years experience of areata he never 
himself hai any weapon at all, or had ocea- 
ssion to use one if he had. 

‘His Wonsmip considered that the wearing 
and using such a weapon was calculated to 
bring about difficulties instead of avoidin, 
them; the man seized would naturally be irri- 
tated’ at any ill-usage, and would be led 
to cherish spite against the constable and 
‘seek an opportunity of revenging himself. 

Mr. Puextx said that about a year ago he 
was arresting a sailor on the Hongkew Bund. 
He was unarmed, and threo of tle men took 
hold of him and 'gave him a beating right in 
front of the Consulate. 

His Woxsmtr thought if the complainant's 
previous conduct had been somewhat as it 
was in this caso, he didn't wonder at it. If 
ho hammered them they would take the first 
chance of hammering him again. 

Mr. Smmruxo said he had never known 
‘Mr. Phoonix use such a weapon before. 

‘Mr, Puosstx said when he weut to arrest 
mon specially, he found it necessary to take 
greater precautions than when he was ordina- 
rily pursuing his duty. 

is Worsurr—You had this thing on 
‘Thursday when you were not in search of any 
one. He added that he did not think Mr. 
Phoonix was very discreet, or he would 
never have gone up to the prisoner and 
taunted himafter he had left the Court. 
Mr. Phoonix seemed to be of too ready a 
‘temper, and when he was put out, it was 
most undesirable for him to have’ such a 
‘weapon at his hand. 

‘Mr, Pue@six asked what might be the re- 
sult if he hadn't it, and were assaulted. 

His Wonsuue remarked that Mr. striping 
said his men were not provided with sue 
things, and they were not assaulted. And if 
men were not ill-treated in the first instance, 
thoy never bore any malice for the arrests 
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that were made, as they perfectly understood 
that what the officers did was simply in the 
performance of their duty. But it was no part 
of their duty to act on the offensive and ill-nse 
the men whom they were brought into con- 
tact with. On the Sunday, this man had 
simply done vothing whatever, to justify the 
assaults that had been committed on him ; in 
all probability he was not quite sober, and 
the marshal was all the more bound to exercise 
tact and forbearance. Again, on the Thursday 
the man was beaten before ever the prose- 
cutor saw the knife in bis possession, and 
after he was practically helpless frown the 
beating he had got, the officer continued to 
‘beat him all the way to the Station 

Prisoser, in answer to the Court, said he 
aid not carry the knife for any particular 
purpose, but only used it for the ordinary one 
of cutting a rope or anything like that. It 
was the only Knife he had on him. He had 
another at home in his bag. Besides he would 
not think of using it to the complainant, whom 
he could have overpowered bludgeon and all. 

‘His Worsutr said the purpose was pre- 
sumed, as the weapon was not a regu. 
Jar sailor's knife. Any person carrying 
‘such a weapon was liable to be treated as a 
rogue and vagabond and sent to jail for three 

. (In answer to his Worship, prisoner 
was a fireman.) ‘The knife was not 
the kind of thing a fireman would use ordi 
arily ; it was an awkward and difficult knife 
to shut, as he had proved by trying it. 
A man ordinarily carried a knife as a matter 
‘of convenience, but this one was inconvenient, 
for ordinary use, though perhaps very cou- 
venient for wrong purposes—it was a spring- 
back dagger knife. How long had prisoner 
had ity an how did he obtain 12 

Prusoxer said he got it from a seaman and 
had it for a long time. 

‘His Wonsure said with the caution he had 
given prisoner as to what his liability was, he 
would dismiss him, because, he thought, he 
had been severely ill-used. ‘To Mr. Phomnix, 
his Worship said he thought it his duty to 
direct that a copy of the evidence in the case 
should be sent to the United States Consul. 
1soNER said Mr. Phoenix had threatened 
his life as they came into Court, and appealed 
to a gentleman present as having overheard 
him, “The witness however said he had only 
noticed tho men speak, as he came up the 
steps, without hearing what was said. 


















































COURT OF U. 8. CONSULATE.GENERAL. 


Shanghai, 5th March. 


Before 0. B. Braprorp, Esq., 
Vice Consul-General. 

Examination into the circumstances attend- 
ing an accident occurring on March 4th, 
1873, at Shanghai, which resulted in the death 
of Harry Ingle, an American citizen, and a 
pilot for the port of Shanghai. 

J. Couprox, sworn, stated—I keep a trap 
stand near the Little Astor Honse, I had oue 
trap standing in my shed about 4 p.m. yester- 
day. I was engaged at a distance aid saw 
‘Mr. Hume get in it on the left side. I saw 
there was another foreigner on the driving or 
Fight hand side, but who it was I did not 
know. I dont’ know actually which was 
driving—I can only suppose it was the man 
on the right side. ‘Tho pony was a very quiet 
one, had no vice whatever ; liad never run 
away, and had been steadily at work with us 
for over six months. I broke him into 
harness. I could not tell, when Mr. Hume 
got in, whether he was sober, nor could I say 
as tothe other man. I saw Mr. Ingle in the 
Tittle Astor during the afternoon, first saw 
hhim go in about 1 or 2, and he appeared when 
[last saw him to have drunk a few glasses of 
liquor. I had not been in his company when 
he was drinking. I saw him last a little after 
three, and he was then capable of driving. 
He was a man I would trust at any time with 
‘a pony ; knew how to manage it, ‘They drove 
off over the Soochow Creek Bridge. I liad 
been round to the stables and come back, 
when I saw the dog-cart on the top of the 
Bridge, and the boy leading the pony. I 
waited till he came down to the énd 
of the Bridge, and secing the pony was 
muddy and dirty, I asked him the eause. He 
replied ‘One piecee gentleman have pull wrong 
rein; pony go Whangpu.” He -said: this oc- 
curred a little this side of Edbrook’s, and that 
as the rein was pulled and the pony went 




















down the bank, he jumped off, He also said 
the pony was touched with the whip and went 
quickly, but had made no bobbery. He said 
one of the men had died, but did not mention 
anything as to the other, nor could he tell the 
name of either. I had no idea who was with 
Mr. Hume. 

Mr, Hume being called for, it transpired 
that he was in bed, still suffering from the 
effects of the accident, but he sent a message 
to say that he was prepared to make a depo- 
sition. 

Cirantes Epproox, sworn, stated—Yester- 
day afternoon, about.a quarter to 5, as I was 
feng over the old Soochow Bridge, T enw a 

lot of Chinese abreast of Szechuen Road, on 
the Creek Bund, and when I got over I went 
up that way and saw Mr. Ingle lying on the 
bank. recognised the man as a pilot 1 had 
known, He was as nearly dead as could be; 
foaming at the mouth, as 1 judged, from being 
drowned, and was quite wet, Mr, Hume was 
standing’ near, and said he thought he was 
dead, and I said I would go for a doctor, I 
was told a trap bad come down the Szechuen 
road, but from the tracks I saw that it had 
coue up from the Soochow Bridge. Iwent to 
Drs. Barton and Jamieson, but found neither 
at home. The trap had’ fallen into a place 
about 10 feet down, where the drain opening

at the time ; it was close on high water, Mr. 
Hume said ogle had_been driving, and could 


pot hold the pooy. “He did not say whether 
he whipped it. I went into Milsom & Tod’s 
gdowa aud got, some Chincso to bring out a 
large board and put Mr, Ingle on it A 
constable in plain clothes appeared, and he 
was given over in charge to him, It was my 
impression that when deceased left on the 
board he was past recovery; there was no 
movement, and his pulse had ceased to beat 
the second time Efelt it.

He did not move from where lie was 
standing, alongside the body, till I persuaded 
him to go liome on a wheelbarrow.

‘The pony, 
did not shy at anything. Both men were 
thrown into the water ; some coolies helped 
them out. Witness did not wait to see more, 
but went home with the carriage and pony, 
which were got out by being taken round a 

tle way. 
ALERT Hansey, Police officer, sworn, 
stated—When I left the Station at four 
o'clock, Twas coming down the Honan road 
and saw some commotion on the Creck at the 
‘end of Szechuen road. I went along and saw 
that a foreigner was lying on the road. I 
examined him and found he was only wot 
about the pants, ‘The other foreigner there was 
wet through, and told me to open the waistcoat 
of the injured man and see if he were not hurt 
on the back or chest, as the wheel had passed. 
across hin. After examining deceased, I 
took his watch and pin and handed them 
to the other man. There was mud on 
deceased's vest, but no bruise inside. ‘Chere 
were marks on his temple and his hands, aud 
his eyes were stiff and half closed, while his 
pulse was scarcely perceptible. He did not 
speak a word. Ididn’t know the man, but 
knew Hume as being a pilot, though not by 
name. [couldn't seo anything about Hume 
to teli whether he was or was not sober ; be 
‘was standing trembling all over and only said 
tome “Oh! my God; I think my back is 
broken.” Mr. Edbrook got a board to place 
the deceased man on, and we took him to the 
station. [felt his pulse there, but could not 
find that it was beating. His limbs were cold. 
I didn’t sce the accident, but merely saw the 
mawfoo taking the carriage away. 

‘Tuosss Laiaw, sworn, stated,—I am a 

lice officer. About 4.30 I was in Szechuen 

‘oad, close to Mr. Evans’ town depot, when 
anotier constable came along “with aman 
on a stretcher, on the way to Hospital, I 
suggested going to the Central Station, think- 
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$0 steady the man’s head, which was lying . 
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on his coat. I then noticed his eyes move 
upward, and I thought he was dying at that 
moment. There was nothing like a convul- 
sion, nor did he make any sign of conscious- 
ness, We went on to the Hospital afterwards, 
and saw the Sister Snperioress, who at ones 
said he was dead. At my request they 
allowed the body to remain at the dead house 
till T had instractions what to do. Dr. Little 
came after we had put him there, and said he 
was dead. [searched him and took his pro- 
perty to the Police Station, where 1 handed it 
over to Inspector Fowler. I iad never to. 
my knowledge seen the man before. I don’t 
know anything of the circumstances attending 
the accident. 

‘Tho property of the deceased was then 
handed into the custody of the Court; and his 
‘Honor left to take the deposition of 

Tous Witutaat Hua, who, sworn, stated— 
About 4.05 p.m. yesterday I started from the 
Astor House, with Harry Ingle, to go to 
Hopkins’ to get some beef. We went in a 





‘trap, Ingle driving. ‘The pony went very well 
at first. Getting over theSoochow Creek Bridge, 
he went ‘We turned up the Soochow 





a 
Creek Bund, “When. near. Szechuen Road, 
Togle touched the pony with the whip, and he 
kicked with both heels at the splasuboard, 
and the next moment was over the bank, tray 
and all, ho trap fell toward the right hand 
aside. ‘I think Ingle jumped, but am not 
sure, When the pony stopped, I was thrown 
forward and fell some 15 yards from where 
Ingle lay. I ran to pick him up, and found 
him lying on his faco, with his legs in the 
water. He did not opeak—showed no 
of life, except that he put one leg over tl 
other after £ got him on the bank, where [ 
had Jnid him on his back. At the moment of 
the accident we were going at a good trot, not 

alloping. ‘The accident *was instautancous. 

*he first thing Iknew, was in the water close 
by the pony's hind legs. 1 was caught by the 
trap and dragged, and got my face skinned. 
I then saw the situation and went to-help 
Ingle. ‘The wheel of the trap hurt my back. 
On starting from the Astor House, Ingle was 
perfestly sober. I did not see him drinking 
yesterday. There were no Europeans near at 
the time of the accident. 

His Hoxour found, in accordance with the 
ovidence, that the death was accidental.

SHANGHAI, MARCH rx, 1873. 
‘Tue London mail of 10th Januiary last was landed here on 27th ultimo ex the P. & O. steamer Delta, and since the 
latter date, the s.s. Flintshire, Glenlyon, and Priam, have arrived from England with supplies of Piece Goods, &c.,
